7. The officers of the Ai"my Medical Depariineiit will, subject l 
to tho supreme command of tho officer Commanding-iu-CIiief, bu ' 
detailed for duty by the Director General of the Army Medical J 
Department, in commands and districts, and will ho under the j 
control of the Principal Medical Officer, both for discipline and * 
profoBBional supervision. 

8. They will not be removed from commands or districts 
without the previous sanction ot the Director General, except 
under exceptional circumstauces. 

9. They will bo employed in general, station, or field 
hospitals, with troops in oaiTacks or in the field ; and on all such 
special duties in camp and quartere as the Director General 
may decide, aiid as are laid down in Part II, Section VI, 
Field Hospitals and Hospital Ships. 

10. The Director General of the Army Medical Department, 
will nominate medical officers for the following appointments : — 
(a.) Principal Medical Officer. 

ih.) The Charge of General, Htation, and Field Hospitals, 
c.) The Command of Bearer Compauies. 
[/.) The Charge of Female Hospitals, including charge of 
General Staff, officers, and their families; also the 
wives aud children of soldiers. 
(e.) Sanitary Officer. 
(/.) Examiner of Recruits. 

11. Principal Medical Officers will nominate to all other duties, 
forwarding a detail of all appointments to the Duector General 
of the Ai-my Medical Department, except in cases where the 
Director General nominates the whole staff liimself for a Gene- 
ral or Station Hospital. 

12. Where a Special Sauitaiy Medical Officer is not appointed, 
the PrincipEd Medical Officer, or the Senior Medicaf Officer 
present, will act as such, aud in all other cases medical officers 
will follow the insti-uetions contained iu paragi-aph 40 of these 
itegulations. 

13. Medical officers detached from then- commands or districts, 
on special duty, will return thereto on the completion of the 
special duty. 

14. AVhen a regimeut moves from one distiict to another, a 
Medical Officer will accompany it, and on completion of tiio 
duty -will return to his own district.

23. They will make frequent visits to Ilospit-als in theirimme- rreqnent 
diate vicinity ; and a thorough inspection of all Hospital estab- "l^s*"'^ 
lislmienta in their districts twice a year at home, and once a ^' 
year on foreign stations, so as to ascertain that they are in a 
good sanitaiy condition, conducted in confonnity with existing 
regulations, and that everything necessaiy for the care and 
treatment of the sick is supplied. _ 

24. They will asceitain that tlie Hospital accommodation is To BsaeTtain 
sufficient for the requirements of the station, that the vicinity ^^'''^^.^^ 
of the Hospitals and enclosures are in a good sanitary condition, aro satis- 
that the buildings and out^offices are in good repau", and that factory, 
the conservancy arrangements are satisfactory and carefully 
attended to. 

25. They will also ascei-tain that the water supply is pure and Water supply, 
abundant, and sufficient for all the requirements of a Hospital, ^ 
that due attention is paid to the cleanliness, ventilation, warm- 
ing, and lighting of the wards, and that the lavatories, bath- 
rooms, and waterclosets are kept in proper order. 

26. They wUl see that all articles of diet and extras are of D! 
good quality, that the supplies are procured without difficulty °" 
or delay, and that the necessaiy retiuns and vouchers connected 
with their expenditure are accurately kept, also that the kitchen 
arrangements are good and sufficient, and that the prepamtion 
and distribution of diet and extras are conducted acuording to 
regulation. 

27. They will ascertain that the equipment of every kind is Equipmant of 
supplied according to regulation and kept in a serviceable con- Medical and 
dition. They will take care that the medical stores and Sui^col

28. They will satisfy themselves that the Nou-commisaioned I 
Officers of the Army Hospital Corps are competent ami tnist- j 
worthy, that the men are thoroughly efficient, and that each \ 
Non-commisffloned Officer and Orderly is in posaesaioa of a copy | 
of the Reflations for the Corps, also that due order, quietness, | 
and discipline are maintained m the Hospital. 

29. They will examine the medical, statistical, sanitary, and 
all other records to see that they are properly kept, and will 
ascertain that all cases of interest, and all in which extras have 
been given, have been recorded. 

30. They will ascertain that each Medical Officer has a copy 
of the Queen's Regulations and Orders for tJie Army, 1873. 
(Revised Army Reflations, Vol. 11), Army Medical Regulation^ 
(Revised Army Regulations, Vol. VI), Standing Orders of th^ 
Department, Manual of Instruction for Army Hospital Corps, 
Ophthalmic Manual, and Nomenclature of Disease, and whetner 
the following books are on charge as part of the Hospital equip- 
ment, viz., the British Pharmacopceia, Snellen's Test Types, and 
the Test Dot Cards, Army Medical Reports commencing at 1874i 
Hospital Ready Reckoner, and Priced vocabulary of Stores. 

31. They will examine the medicines and instruments in 
charge of medical officers doing duty with Corps. 

33. They will make periodical requisitions on "\V. 0. Form 165 
oo the War Office, for all supplies of W. 0. Forms and Tiooks 
necessary for every medical requirement in the district or com- 
mand under their superintendence, also for all stationery neces- 
sary for station and female hospitals. They will issue these 
supphes, and check the expenditm-fl thereof. 

33. They will ascertain that the mortuary is well ventilated, 
clean, supplied with the necessary fittings and apphances, and 
that there are suitable arrangements for the burial of the dead. 

34. They will ascertain if there has been any excessive 
amount of disease or mortality among the troops, and if any 
epidemic, infectious, or contagious fonn of disease has appeared 
in the station or broken out in Hospital, and what measures were 
taken for prevention and mitigation. 

35. They will issue to Medical Officei-a, either verbally or in writ- 
ing, any instructions that may be deemed necessary, eitlier in con- 
nection with Hospital administration or for the welfare of the sick. 

36. Administj'ative Medical Officers, when they have com- 
pleted their inspections of barracks and Hospitals, will report 
the result immediately to the Director General of the Army 
Medical Department on W. 0. Form 824. Ko other documents 
ivill iiccompany this report. 

37. They will also submit all sanitary or other suggeelinns 
and recommendations in \vritiug to the General Officer com- 
manding the district, and forward copies to the Director General 
with tiieii- next quarterly sanitaiy report, W. O. Form 463. 
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38. Tliey ivill give their opinion on all matters refeiTed to Opinion 
them by the local Military authorities, and only in case of posi- '"feronct 
tive 'lifficnlty or doubt wili they refer such local mattere to the 
Director General. 

39. In submitting any questinii for the opinion or deciaion of SubmissioR. 
the Director General, tney mil invariably forward their own opinion Tot 
opinion thereon, with tho rest ot the coiTespondeiice. 7)''""'^* ' 

II.— DTTTIES OF SEDICAl. OFFICEBS BOnTO- DUTY WITH TROOPS. 

40. A Medical Officer, doing duty with troops, both in camp aanitary 
and quartore, will report any ineaiiitary condition that may I'f^po'*^- 
exist in the vicinity of his charge to the Sanitary Officer, or in 
his absence to the Medical Officer in charge of the Station 
Hospital; and will be guided in the performance of this and 
his otiier duties by existing regulations and bv such instructions 
as he may receive from the Principal Medical Officer of the 
District. 

41. He will, in addition to the above, be available for duty ^''^'J '^ 
in the Station Hospital, or for any professional or departmental Lj^"^ 
duty for which he may be detailed by the Principal Medical 
Officer. 

42. Ho will,in accordance withaec.l4, par. 17,of the Queen's Attondanoa 
Regulations and orders for the Army, 1873, attend parades of ^ ™' 
the troops when inspected by a General Officer, and any other 
parades when professional assistance is wanted ; under ordinary 
circumstances the attendance of a Medical Officer at rifle ranges, 
and at target pmctice, will not be required ; but the name and 
address of a Medical Officer, who could be sent for if necessary, 
will be communicated to each officer in charge of parties ut 
practice. The Medical Officer warned for this service will re- 
main either in the hospital or in quarters. 

43. At certain stations, where considered necessary by tho Medical 
Piincipal Medical Officer, a medical inspection room, with the spu^tion 
necessary furniture, will be provided in the BaiTacks, in which 

men reported sick will be seen, and where the instruments and 
neeessarymediciueswillbekept. At Stations where thereisonly 
one reg^eut, or where the Hospital is mthin the Barrack enclo- 
sure, an inspection room will not be provided in the Barracks. 

44. In accordance withsec. 14, para. 15, Queen'sKegulations Enunimti 
and orders for tho Army, 1873, the Medical Officer will examine of "'■''- 
all Non- commissioned Officers and soldiers reported aick where 

there is an inspection room in Barracks, and those whom he may ^'"^ ™ 
consider unfit for duty will be sent to Hospital. The regimental 
number, name, and all particulars of each man will be entered on 
a sick report (furnished in duphcate), as laid down in General 
Order 14 of 1874, and General Order 20 ot 187(5 ; both copies of 
which will be sent with the men to the Medical Officer in 
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charge of the Station Hospital. The disease, and .luy remarks, 
will Be entered in pencil only. 

45. The sick will leave the ban'acks at such hom-s as majj 
enable them to reach the Station Hospital before the moi 
visit. 

46. Men requiring only trivial dressings or medicine will 
dealt with at the inspection room, and the words " medicine' 
duty " will be written opposite each man's name. 

47. In Elling up the sick report great care will bo taken 
all particulars are correctly stated. 

48. When a soldier is reported sick unnecessarily, the word 
" duty " ^vill be written opposite his name in the column of 
remarks iu the sick report which is sent to the Commanding 
Officer. 

49. Soldiers will not be detained in Barracks as conva- 
lescents, or as such be excused from duty. Should it be nece»- 
sary, however, that any men be temporarily excused from di 
rausketiy practice, or general duty after vaccination, th< 
Medical Officer will include the names of such men on the ac! 
report sent to the Officer Commanding recommending the lighl 
duty which he considerB appropriate in each case, 

50. Soldiers reported sick who may req^uire rest for a day*] 
only will bo detained in Barracks for that day and employed oq'J 
such light duty as the Medical Officer may recommend, but if" 
reported sick on the following day they will be sent to Hospital, 
examined by the Medical Officer in charge thereof, and admitted 
to Hospital if necessary, 

5L When no Medical Officer is especially appointed, the 
Medical Officer doing duty with troops ^vill attend the Officers 
ot the Station, also their wives and such of their children and 
servants, as may be entitled to Medical aid; also all women 
and children belonging or attached to the troops tmder his 
charge who are entitled to Medical attendance : those of the 
womeu and chilth'en who are unable to attend at the inspection 
room or hospital will be visited at their own quaitera. 

52. The necessary medicines and appliances lor Officers 
and theu' famiKee, also for soldier's wives and children, will be 
procured from the surgeiy at the Station Hospital. 

53. At such Stations where there is only one Medical Officer 
in charge of both troops and Hospital, the daily state of sick ou 
W. 0. Form 986 will be sent to the Officer Commanding ; but 
at large stations or when the Medical Officer doing duty 
with troops has not charge of the Station Hospital the sick 
reports specified in paragraphs 44 and 47 only will he furnished 
to Officers Commanding Corps. 

54. The Medical Officer will be responsible for the charge 
of:~ 

One field companion. 
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One stomach pump. 
Oue set of tootli instnuneiite. 
One set of field apUnts. 

65. He will obtain from tlie Station Hospital, on requiBition, 
W. 0. 884, any fui-ther supplies of medicines which the Prin- 
cipal Medical Officer may consider necessary, also such articles 
as may be required from time to time to keep the field com- 
panion complete. All these articles will be kept under lock and 
key in the inspection room. 

56. He will inspect the prisoners at the inspection room 
before they appear at the orderly room, and also inspect all 
prisonera to be tried by court-martial, as well as those com- 
mitted to provost or military prisons, and will furnish the 
necesea certificates. 

57. Ho"wi]l inmect the regimental cells daily, and see each 
prisoner confined therein. 

58. He will make the usual weekly health inspection of the 
troops. 

50. He will apply to the Officer Commanding for a perma- 
nent orderly to keep the inspection room in order, and to act 
as messenger and orderly for all medical purposes. 

60. He will apply to the Principal Medical Officer for what- 
ever stationery maybe required ; also for any W. 0. Forms that 
may be necessaiy. 

61. He will only receive orders from the Senior Medical 
Officer present. 



63. When troops are ordered on foreign service, and have 
been detailed by the Commanding Officer, they will be at once 
examined by a medical officer. They will, subsequently, be 
inspected by the Principal Medical Officer, several days before 
the date of embarkation, to decide as to their general fitness, so 
as to give Commanding Officers sufficient time to replace those 
considered ineligible by the Principal Medical Officer. 

63. A Medical officer will, on the day of embarkation, 
if possible, or if this be impracticable, on the previous day, 
make a careful examination of every Soldier, Woman, and 
Child of every Regiment or detachment ordered to embark for 
foreign service. He will forward to the Principal Medical 
Officer of the Oistrict, for transmission to the Director General 
of the Army Medical Department, a statement of the number of 
Men, Women, and Chiidreu fit to embark, together with a 
Certificate that he has made the examination referred to, and 
and that no case of Infectious Disease exists amongst them. 
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In all cases where Troops, Soltiiers' Wives, or Children are pre 
ceeding from one station to another, the sanitary pret-autionalai. 
clown in Part 5, Sec. VII. of theeo Regulations will be followed 

64. The medical comforte rctpiired for Troope embarked 
on board Her Majesty's ships will be obtained by tlio I'aymaati*] 
of the ship, and be issued by him on the reqiii-'Htion of (iie 
Medical Officer in charge ot the Troops. Supplies of medical 
comforts required from Army Stores for Her Majesty's sM 
conveying Troops or Military Invalids will be placed in chai 
oi tlie Paymaster of the ship, who will be accountable to 1 
Admiralty for the quantitieB remaining unexpended at the con- ' 
elusion 01 the voyage. 

65. In hired ships a copy of the Regulations for Her 
Majesty's Transport Service will be provided by the Admiralty 
and kept on board, and access can be had thereto by apphcatioiij 
to the Master of the vessel. 
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66. All supplies of medical comforts for hired troop sbipL 
furnished by tfie Admiralty according to the Scale laid down in 
Appendix No. XIX of the Transport Regulations will be placed 
in the custody of the Master of the vessel, and will bo issued by 
him as required diu-ing the voyage on the reqmsition of the 
Medical OfBcerin charge. " 

67. These methcal comforts are supplied whether the Troo] 
be "Victualled by the Government or by the shipowners; bi. 
should the Principal Medical Officer at the port of embarkatioi 
be of opimi>n that either from the number of sick about to be 
embarked, or from the nature of the cases, the regulated supply 
is inBufficient or requires to be supplemented with special 
articles, such additional medical comforts as he may consider 
necessary will be obtained by the Naval Authorities at the port^ | 
or by the Commissariat Department, and will be placed in 
charge of the Master for issue on the requisition of the Medical 
Officer in charge. 

68. The PrincipalMedical Officer when iuspectmg the medical , 
arrangements for Troops to be embarked, as required under] 
Section 17 of the Queen's Kegulations and Ordera for the AnujJ 
1873, will ascertain that the regulated medical comi'orts for thofl 
numbers and dilation of the voyage, as well as such additiouaj 
articles as he may have suggested, are nn board. 

69. Should the medical comforts on board be inadequate, th^ 
Medical Officer in charge is at liberty during the voyage t(y_^ 
draw from the Master such cabin stores as ne may considec i 
necessary, and for which payment will be made by the 
Admiralty ; and on arrival in any port should he estimate that 
the medical comforts remaining on board will be insufficient for , 
the rest ol the voyage, he "will represent the same to tJie Com-j 
mandin^ Officer, in order tliat he may take the necessary stej^" 
for obtamiug a further supply. 
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70. The Medical Officer will enter daily in the Piet Sheet, 
"W.O. Form 1145 (recording the total quautitiea in his Journal), 
such medical comforts as he may admmiater to patients. The 
Diet Sheet will be examined at the port of disembarkation, or 
at Netley, by the Principal Medical Officer, who will satisfy 
himself as to the correctness and necessity of the issues. On 
the termination of the voyage the Medical Officer in charge will 
sign a receipt for everything he has drawn from the PajTnaater 
on board Her Majesty s ships, or from the Master in the case ot 
a hired vessel. 

71. The Principal Medical Officer when inspecting the Medical 
arrangements for Troops about to embark, will see that the 
Medical Officer in charge is provided for the voyage with the 
means of keeping his Medical Journal, and with a sufficient 
supply of stationery and of the necessary AV.O. Forms and 
Books, which will be obtained on requisition. 

72. One Compounder of Medicines, one Second Corporal, 
and three Privates of the Army Hospital Corps, will form the 
Army Hospital Estabhshment on board each of Her Majesty's 
Indian Troop ships ; and one Compounder, one Second Corporal 
and two Privates on board other of Her Majesty's Troop ships 
on Foreign Service, and in hired ships when considered 
necessary. The Compounder in addition to his other duties 
will Act as Ward-master. The Second Corporal will act as 
Assistant Ward-master, and will also perform such of the 
duties of Pack Storekeeper, laid down ui Army Hospital Corps 
Regulations, as are apphcable on board ship ; money and other 
valuables iu poeeession of the Sick will be taken over by 
him and handed to tiie Military Officer in Command of Troops 
and Invahde. The Pack Store Book, W. 0. Book 182, will 
invariably be used in taking over the effects of Sick in Hospital. 
The directions relating to Compounders, Medicines, Medical and 
Hospital Stores, contained in the Admiralty Iiistnictious for 
Her Majesty's Indian Troopships, will be followed. 

73. AATien there are no Orderhes of the Army Hospital Coi-ps 
on board ships conveying Troops, or there is not a sufficient 
nimiber of the Corps for attendance on the Sick, Soldiers from 
Regiments or Detachments on board may be employed as 
Hospital Servants in the propoi-tion laid down in paragraph 72, 
but the employment of Soldiers as Cooks for the Sick will not 
be allowed, except under urgent circumstances. Extra Sick 
Attendants may be employed in special cases. The Medical 
Officer in charge will sign a Certificate stating that the Servants 
were actually and necessarily in attendance on the Sick, so aa 
to enable the Men employed to recover their extra duty pay 
(see Article 910 of the Royal Warrant of the 1st Maj-. 1878 
Revised Army Regulations, Vol. 1) on arrival in port, 1 he Cer- 
tificate will be accompanied by a statemeut of the average num- 
ber of Sick under treatment and in Hospital during the voyage. 
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74. Principal Medical Officers will be responeible that i 
Biifficieut Supply of Medicines and Surgical appUancea is placeif 
on board every ship conveying Troops. When Troops are coa 
veyed in Her Majesty's ships between ports in the Unitec 
Kingdom, the Medical Officer in cliarge 'will be providet 
■with the Regulation " Field Cnmpauion " fuUy equipped, and i 
Surgeons case of instruments. Should any further supply c 
Medicines be required during the voyage, he will ajiply tor ther 
to the Naval Medical Officer on board, 

75. Medical Officers proceeding in charge of Troops will 
take care that any men who are seriously ill are, upon arrival 
at the port of disembarkation, ready to be sent at once to 
Hospital, accompanied by abstracts of their Cases and Medical 
Certificates. (W. O.Book, 172). 

76. They will, without delay, report themselves for further

Nursing Sisters for duty in the Infectious Female Wards. 

127. The Nursing Sisters ^vill not be required to serve in 
venereal or convalescent wards but only in the general wards of 
the hospital. 

128. They will enter on their ward duties each day at such 
hour as the Superintendent may dii'ect luider the instructions of 
the Medical Officer in charge of the hospital. 

129. They ^vill be responsible that an-angements are made 
for the personal cleanliness of the patients ; that the wards, and 
fumitm'e and utensils therein are kept clean ; that the orders 
of the Medical Officer are obeyed ; and that helpless patients are 
washed before the morning visit of the Surgeon. 

130. They will keep the ke3''s of store closets or lock-up 
places in the wards, and nothing belonging to the wards will 
be kept in the sisters' room. 

131. They ^vill be present and render assistance at Surgical 
operations if required. 

132. They will give such instructions to the orderlies 
attached to or serving in their wards, as may be necessary. 

133. They will repoi-t any neglect of duty, impropriety of 
conduct or breach of discipline, either by the orderlies or patients 
in their wards, to the Supeiintendent, who vnll report immediately 
to the Medical Officer in charge; on an emergency she will 
report directly to the Medical Officer on duty. 

134. They vnW not be employed to bring diets or extras 
to the wards. 

135. They will carr\^ out the directions of the Medical Officer 
mth regard to the appHcation of dressings, and observe the hours 
for administration of diets, extras, or medicines, as written in 
the ward book, or specified by the Medical Officer. 

136. Medicines, ^nne, spirits and malt Hquors ^vill always be 
administered during the day by the Sister, at the hours and in 
tlie quantities ordered by the Medical Officer. 

137. The Surgeon of Division or prescribing Medical Officer 
of a ward, as the case may be, in any General or other Hospital 
where there are NurHOs, will require the Nurse to attend him in 
his visits, and ^WU dehver to her his orders vnth reference to the 
sick; but when he considers that any change of arrangements of 
duty is desirable, he will communicate on the subject directlv 
with the Superintendent of Nurses.

139. The necessary medical and nursing establishments of -^p^y Hos- 
the Ai-my Hospital Corps will be detailed, and the supply of and Med^ 
Medical and Surgical Material will be laid Jown by the Director Supplies. 
General of the Army Medical Department, for each General or 

other Hospital. 

140. The establishments referred to in the foregoing para- Discipline of 
graph will in matters of discipline and in all other respects be "^^^V?^^" 
under the direction and control of the Principal Medical Officer, ^^ ^^^' 
or Medical Officer in charge of the hospital. 
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14L Station Hospitals will be for the reception and treat- 
ment of sick from all Corps in Ganison, including those of the 
Auxiliary Forces when embodied, and such other soldiers, sea- 
men of the Royal Navy, and Royal Marines, as the Officer com.- 
manding the Station may direct to be admitted therein. 

142. All Station Hospitals will be subject to the authority 
of the General or other Officer in command of the Troops, but 
the internal administration will be under the control and superin- 
tendence of the Principal Medical Officer of the District, who 
will be responsible that the arrangements are suitable and in 
accordance with existing regulations. 

143. The Director General of the Army Medical Depart- 
ment will especially appoint a Medical Officer to the charge of 
each Station Hospital at such places as may be deemed neces- 
sary, and this Officer will not be subject to removal wdthout the 
Director Generars sanction. At Stations where there is a 
Brigade Depot the Surgeon-Major in charge of the Depot will, 
as a rule, have charge of the Station Hospital, in addition to his 
other duties ; the charge of the Station Hospital will otherwise 
devolve on the Senior Medical Officer present, in addition to his 
other duties. 

144. The Director General wall appoint to cei-tain Station 
Hospitals a fixed Staff of Medical Officers, who will act under the 
Medical Officer in cliarge, and the Officers appointed to the StaflF 
will not be moved by the Principal Medical Officer of the 
District without reference to the Director General, except imder 
very urgent cii'cumstances, which wiQ be reported at once to the 
Director General. 

145. Station Hospitals will be for the treatment of sick 
generally, and the Medical Officer in charge will at liis own dis- 
cretion appropriate wards for the treatment of infectious or 
contagious diseases, Imiatics, sick prisoners, ophthalmic, or other 
special cases. 

146. The establishment of Officers, Non-commissioned 
Officers, and Men of the Army Hospital Corps, and others ap- 
pointed for duty in the Hospital, will be under the disciplinary 
control of the Medical Officer in charge of the Hospital, from 
whom will emanate all instructions, orders, arrangements, and 
details for carrying on all duties connected with the Hospital. 

147. The Officer of Orderlies will take over from the 
Commissariat Officer in charge the .duly appropriated Hospital 
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aecommodatioii except what may be deemed to be abBolutelv 
neceesary tor Commissanat Hoepital Reserve Stores. He wul 
then hand the same over to the Steward at Out^Stations, who 
will be responsible to the Officer of Orderlies. 

148. Hospital enclosures will be allotted to the Offit-er of B 
Orderlies by the Commissariat Officer in charge, and be dealt ^' 
■with as part of the Hospital premises. A Hospital servant will 
act as gardener where necessary, and all requisitions tor the 
proper maintenance and repairs of eueh enclosures will be made 
on the Rt^al Engineer Department. 

149. Every Station Hospital will be equipped according e 
to tliR regulated scale laid down in the Regnlations for the Com- •" 
miseariat Department [Re'vised Army Regulations, Vol, IV. Part 
I, Section XI], the propoi-tion of stores being calculated on the 
maximum occupation during the preceding three years. 

150. This f'qiiipment will be issued by the Commissariat j 
D^artraent on mventory to the Officer of Orderlies, who will si 
then become flnanciaily ref^onsibie for the same. 

151. A general inventory (W. 0, Form 1411) of fnmitiu-e, C 
utensils, bedding, and clothing will be prepared in duplicate by ^ 
the Commissariat Department for each Hospital in the district. 
These inventories wilt be signed by (a) the Commissariat Officer 
in charge, and (fi) the Officer of Orderlies and Steward respon- 
sible for the care and safe custody of the stores. One copy of 
the inventory will be retained by the Commiaeariat Department 
and the other by the Officer of OrderKea.

altered to meet the descriptiou of Hospital stores. ^. ."™°^'' 
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Station Hobfitals — continued. 

157. The Steward or other perBon in charge of the 
eqiiipiiiciit will open an account in a Bedding Book against 
each Wardmaster. 

158. Each AVardniaster will be supplied with a bedding 
book. 

159. All transactions between Steward and Wardmaster 
will be duly recorded therein, and the signatures of both issuer 
and receiver will be attached m the columns set apart for that 
puipose. 

160. At the quarterly inspections made by an Officer of 
the Royal Engineer and Oonniiissariat Departments, the Officer 
of Orderlies will attend. 

161. At monthly and quarterly inspections the Officers 
will be careful to verify the balances of bedding in charge of 
each Wardmaster, and see that the totals of the Bedding Books 
agree vriih. the Steward's bedding book. 

162. All articles requiring to be washed vnU. be handed 
over to the Commissariat Officer in charge in exchange for a 
similar number of clean articles. Should it, however, be found 
more convenient, luider exceptional cii^cumstances, lor the 
articles to be issued to, and received diixct from, the contractor 
or laimdry, this will be done under the direction of the Com- 
missariat Depaiiment, and a baiTack Serjeant will be present at 
the issue and return of the ai-ticles. The Washing Book (W. O. 
Book 175) will be kept by the Commissariat Department. 

163. On the transfer of a Steward or other person 
having the custody of stores from one hospital to another, steps 
will immediately be taken to ensure the stores being coimted 
and duly handed over to his successor. The Officer of Or- 
derhes will be present at the transfer. 

164. Transfers from ^one Officer of Orderlies to another 
will be witnessed by the Commissariat Officer in eacJi Sub- 
District from whom the stores are held on inventory, unless an 
Officer from the Surveyor General's Department is specially 
nominated to attend. 

165. In non-dieted Military Hospitals which are in 
charge of Civil Practitioners, the number of beds considered 
necessary by the Director General of the Army Medical De- 
partment, for the treatment of sevt^re cases, vdll be fully 
equipped and handed over by the C )mmissariat Department to 
the Officer of Orderhes, who v^dll place the equipment imder 
charge of a Non-commissioned Offi'jer of the Army Hospital 
Corps. 

166. Damages to buildings will be assessed by the Royal 
En^2^eer Depaiiment, and those relating to damages to Hos- 
pital clothing and stores, or charges for the loss of Hospital 
clothing and stores, by the Commissariat Department, according 
to the instructions laid down in the Queen's Regulations and 
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Orders for the Anny, 1873, Bection 15, paragraphs 26 to 30; 
Regulations for the Commieeariat Departinent. Part I,, eectioD 
XI (Revised Army Regulations, Vol. IV.) ; and Regulations for 
the Royal Engineer Department, section IV (Revised Anny 
Regulatious. Vol. V.) These charges mil be noted in the 
Pei-sonal Charge Book (W.O. Book 51), referred to in the Ai'niy 
Hospital CoiTis Regulations, paragraph 118, and be dealt with 
as directed therein. 

167. General charges for damages or deficiencies attri- 
butable to wantonness or neglect, will be assessed by the Royal 
Engineer and Commissariat Departments, proportionately against 
Regiments or Corps, aa hereinafter provided in paragraph 200 of 
these Regulations. 

168. The Medical Officer in charge will distribute the 
duties between himself and the Medical Officer serving under 
him, and will exercise a general supervision over all the sick in 
Hospital, and the expenditm'e of medicines, diets, and extras. 

169. Each Medical Officer will be responsible for the 
Medical treatment, dieting, and nursing of tlie patients under 
his care ; but the attention ot the Medical Ofiicer m charge will 
be drawn to any serious cases under the care and treatment of 
the Medical Officer serving under him. 

170. All matters of doubt and difficulty either in the 
management of the sick or in Hospital admiuisti^ation, which 
cannot be decided by the Medical Officer in charge, will be 
referred by him in writing to the Medical Prmcipal Officer of 
the district, 

171. A duly qualified Serjeant of the Army Hospital 
Corps will be appointed at such Hospitals as may be decided on 
by the Director General to act as a Compounder of medicines. 
He vnll be responsible under the Medical Officer for the care 

I and safe custody ot the medicines, surgical apphances and 
instruments, and for the careful dispensing of tlie medicines, 
f Medicines of a poisonous natm'e, and expensive drugs, will be 
I kept under lock and key. ^ 

I 172. The Medical Officer in charge will be held directly 
i responsible for all the duties of the Hospital, He will take care 
I that the iiiBtruments, medicines.

188. The Medical History Sheets of all Corps will be 
retained at General and Station Hospitals, and on removal of 
Coi-ps the sheets will be completed and handed over by the 
Medical Officer in charge of the Hospital to Commanding Officers. 

189. The Medical Officer in charge will furnish a daily state 
of the Sick in Hospital to the Officer Conunanding the Station, 
on W. 0. Form 986. At the Head Quarters of the District this 
state will be sent to the Principal Medical Officer for trans- 
mission to the Officer Commanding. 

190. The Diet Sheets (W.O. Form 1145), and extra sheets, 
(VV.O. Form 1200), will be forwarded at the end of each month, 
as directed in paragi'aph 466 of these Regulations. 

191. The Principal Medical Officer will forward to the Com- 
missary General of the District the Diet Sheets (W.O. Form 
1145), and the Extra Sheets (W.O. Form 1200) as soon as 
possible after the close ol each month. These vouchers (to 
support and verify the statement of provisions rendered by the 
Steward on W.O. Form 184) will be in original. In no instance 
will copies of these be substituted on account of the originals 
beiag dirty or defaced. 

192. When there is an Officer of the Army Hospital Corps 
attached to a Station Hospital, he will be responsible for the 
preparation of the Dieting Retimis, W.O. Forms 183 and 184. 

193. He wUl also make out the stoppage returns, W.O. Forms 
152, 152a, and 1526, from the Admission and Discharge Book, in 
duphcate, and submit them to the Medical Officer in charge for 
counter-signature and transmission, one copy being sent to the 
Paymaster of the Corps. These stoppage retums should in all 
respects agree with the abstract entered on the first page of 
W.O. Form 184, and if a discrepancy is discovered in the stop- 

Eage accounts, the necessary coiTection of W.O. Form 184 will 
e notified to the Commissariat Depai-tment. 

194. Articles for cleaning purposes will be drawn from the 
Commissariat Department monthly, in accordance with the scale 
laid down in the Appendix to Clause 177, Army Circulars, 1874, 
and the directions m Clause 91, Army Circulars, 1877. 

195. No detail of expenditure of these articles will be required ; 
the requisition duly signed, and signed a second time as a 
receipt, is all that is necessary. 

196. Fuel will be drawn from the Commissariat Department ; in 
accordance with the scale laid down in the Regulations relating to 
fuel and Hght in Clause 56 (6) Army Circulars 1878, iu convenient 
quantities sufficient for a period not exceeding one month. The 
requisition will not shew details, but merely state the quantity 
required. The Officer of Orderlies or Steward will sign the 
requisition, and sign it a second time as having received the 
supply, thus rendering at the same time both requisition and 
receipt. 
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197. The daily expenditure of the suppHea of fuel will he 
shown iu detail on W.O. Form 1417, which will be submitted in 
original to and signed by the Medical Offieor in charge every 
day, in the column for remarks, and at the end of the month 
this form will be completed, both aa regards the recapitulation 
and expenditure, and Kgaedby the Officer of Orderlies or by the 
Steward. It will then be countersigned by the Medical Officer 
in charge, and forwarded to the Coramiesariat Officer in charge. 

198. Monthly inepectiona will be made by the Officers of 
Orderhes at all Stations, to ascertain if the flxturea, equipment, 
and stores in charge at each Hospital are complete, coufoi'mably 
to section 15. paragi-aph 26, Queen's Regulations and Orders for 
the Ai-my 1873. 

199. At these iiispeotinns the Officer of Orderhes wiU esamlno 
the Steward's books and records, reporting the result to the 
Medical Officer in charge of each Hosjjital. 

200. The Officer of Orderlies will fm-nish the Royal Engineer 
and Commissariat Departments, at their quarterly or marchings 
out inspection, imdev the Regulations of those Dgjartmenta 
reapeotively (Revised Army Regulations, Vols. Iv and V), 
with suph information as may be necessary to enable the 
damages and deficiences to be assessed against the Regiments 
ov Corps whose sich have been ti'eati?d in Hospital, or against 
those connected with the Hospital, as the case may be, 

201. On the reliefof the Medical Officer in charge of a Station 
Hospital he will prepare, in duplicate, a transfer return of all 
instruments, medicmes, and appliances, oa W.O. Form 299, with 
aU particulars showing the expenditure up to date ; one copy 
will be forwarded to the DirectorGeueral.AnnyMedical Depart- 
ment, the other will be retained at the Hospital. A manuscript 
transfer return of all medical records, books, and other documents 
in use will likewise be prepared in duplicate, and similarly dealt 
with. 

202. A ti-anefer return of Blank W.O. Forms and Books will 
be prepared in duplicate on W.O. Form IfiS ; one copy will be 
eent to the Principal Medical Officer of the District, and retailed 
"by him. the nther will be kept in the Hospital ; a transfer return 
of atatioiiery in duphcate will also be made out and disposed of 
in the same manner.

208. Stationery will be supplied on requisition made 1 
yeai'ly, by the Priircipal Medical Officer, according to a regulated 
scale. War Office Forms and Books will be supplied from the 
same eoiu'ce on requisition made half-yearly (W.O. Form 165). 

209. All memcinea and surgical appliances required f 
Officers, their famih'es, the wives and chifdren of men belongl" 

' to Regiments, and others entitled by regulation to medical a 
dance, willbe supplied from the Ho^ital Sm-gery, at hours fixed bjM 
the Principal Medical Officer, and the Medical Officer in chai_ 
wfll make such arrangements for the making up of prescription! 
and the issue of medicines, as not to iuteriere with the wotiJQgj 
of the Hospital. Only in cases of emergency will medieiiiefl I 
supplied at other hotu^ than those laid do^vn by the Principi 
Medical Officer of the tlistrict. 

210. The Medical Officer iu charge will cause a Weekljfl 
Retm-n to be made out on AV.O. Form 931 of men admitted int(d 
Hospital or discharged therefrom after ti-eatinent on account a 
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the following diseaaea, viz. : — Primaiy Veuereal affections, Goiior- 
rhnea (&ee!i attacks only), and Delirium Tremens. This Return 
will be signed by the Medical OfGcer in charge and forwarded 
to the Officer Commaudiug for 8igaa,tai'e and traoKDission to the 
Paymaster ol the Corps. 

211. Vaccination and re-vaccination of all soldiers and recrnita 
will be performed at Station Hospitals, where the vaccination 
registers will be kept, in which the names of men for all arms of 
the Service will be entered. 

212. When a Corps leaves a Station, the sick under treatment 
in the Station Hospital will be detained till sufficiently recovered 
to rejoin the Head Quarters of the Corpa. 

313. Allauthoriaedretmns required by Regimentairom Station 
Homitals will be sent direct to Officei'B Commanding Regiments 
or Corpa, by Medical Officers in charge. 

214. All applications for documents will be made iu the Gi-st 
instaace direct by Re^mental Commanding Officers to Medical 
Officers iu charge of Hoapitals, or on the other hand by Medical 
Officers in charge to Commanding Officers; but any fiu1:her 
r^erraice or correspondence regarding them will be addressed, 
through the proper channel, to the Gleneral or other Officer 
Commanding the Brigade or Station. 

215. The assembly of Begimuntal Boards iu Hospital will be 
arranged for between Officers Commanding the Corps and the 
Medical Officer iu charge. 

216. When patitaits in Hospital are transferred from one Corps, 
Battery, Troop, or Company to another. Officers Commanding 
Corpa will inform the Medical Officer ui charge of the Hoapital, 
in writing, of such transfer. 

217< When an Officer is placed on the sick list or discharged 
from it. intimation will be aent immediately by the Medical 
Seer in charge of the ease, ou W.O. Form 986, to the Officer 
Commanding tie Corps, or to the head of the Department to 
which the Officei- belongs. 

218. When sick soldiers are transferred from one Hospital to 
another, the Medical Certificate W.O. B. 172 will be used in 
conveying information. A brief detail of the case will be 
written on the back of the certificate which has been left blank 
for this piu^ose. 
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SECTION IV.— NON-DIETED STATION HOSPITALS. 
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219. Non-dieted Station Hospitals will be opened at stations 
wliere small detachments of less than one hundred men are 
quartered. 

220. At stations where the strength of the detachment is 40 
and under 100, Hospital equipment on the following scale will 
be supplied. 

221. For a strength of 40 men, two cots ; for 70 men, three 
cots ; and for 90 men, four cots. 

222. At Stations where the detachments are under 40 men, 
those Hospitals will not be supplied with Hospital ec[uipment, 
and men who are admitted will use the barrack bedding and 
utensils. 

223. The patients in these Hospitals will be placed generally 
under the medical charge of Civilian Medical Practitioners. 

224. Where Hospital equipment is sanctioned it ^vill be drawn 
as directed in paragraph 165 of these Regulations, and placed 
in charge of a Non-commissioned Officer of the Army Hospital 
Corps. 

225. In Hospitals where the men use their baiTack bedding, 
application will be made to the Officer Commanding the Coi-ps 
to which the sick belong for a Non-commissioned Officer to take 
charge of the equipment. 

226. Application will be made to the Officer Commanding for 
Hospital attendants for the sick in the proportions laid down in 
paragraph 203. 

227. The ordinary Commissariat ration, in lieu of a Hospital 
diet, will be dra^vn, and supplied from the regiment or detach- 
ment to which the patient belongs, or is attached. 

228. The following extras will be issued when considered 
necessary — viz., essence of beef, tea, sugar, oatmeal, aiTOAvroot, 
barley, wine, brandy, mustard, pepper, salt, condensed milk and 
eggs. 

229. The authorised extras will be drawn from the Commis- 
sariat Contractor on requisition (W.O. Books 189 and 190), 
signed by the Civilian Surgeon in charge. 

230. In accounting for extras the following W.O. Forms ^dll 
be used— viz.. Diet Sheet, W.O. Form 1145, W.O. Forms 175, 
184, and 185. Stoppages for extras will be forwarded in accord- 
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ance with instructions contained in paragraph 193 of these Regu- 
lations. 

231. Non-dieted Hospitals will be opened for Regiments of Non-dieted 
Militia when called out for training where there are no Station ^^ ^i!j!^f 
Hospitals, unless there be special authority from the Director MiUtia regu' 
General Army Medical Department to open Dieted Hospitals. ments. 

232. Field Hospital equipment will be supphed to Militia Field Hospi- 
Regiments encamped for training in accordance with the scale taiequip- 
laid down in the Appendix, page 197. Mmtia.^' 

233. Medicines and surgical materials for these non-dieted Medicines and 
Hospitals will be supphed on requisition through the Principal Surgical 
Medical Officer of the District. appUanoes. 
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I.— aENEBAL BTTIiES. 

234. Hospitals are provided at certain stations by the 
special authority of the Secretary of State for soldiers' wives 
and children, and the same discipline and good order will be 
presei-ved in them as in other Mihtary Hospitals. 

235. These Hospitals are of two kinds, forming distinct estab- 
lishments, one for the treatment of cases of parturition and 
general disease, the other for infectious diseases. 

236. The famiHes of Non-commissioned Officers and soldiers 
married with leave, and on the married roll of a regiment and 
provided with quarters, may be admitted to these Hospitals and 
receive treatment at the PubHc expense, when there is available 
accommodation. Male children above the age of 10 (unless in 
very special cases) will not be admitted into Hospitals for women 
and children. 

237. The term family, when used in these regulations, will be 
understood to include the wife of the soldier, and his legitimate 
children and step-children under 14 years of age. 

238. While soldiers' wives and children are imder treatment 
in Hospital they will receive the same diets and extrsis as are 
authorised ia the regulations for Hospital diets for soldiers, and 
the same returns will be used for the issue, and rendered for 
the expenditure of these diets and extras as are laid down for 
guidance in that portion of these regulations relating to dieted 
Hospitals.

Officer for dismbution. 

309. The Piincipal Medical Officer will ascertain, from personal 
inspection, that arrangements are made at the different base 
hospitals herein detailed for the reception of the aick ; and where 
accommodation is insufficient will apply for marquees or barrack 
buildings to BupplemeTit the hospitals, 

310. Brigade Field Hospitals aud Stationaiy Field Hospitals 
will be fonned and attached to brigades in the same manner as 
detailed for nianreuvi-es. The same equipment and transport 
will also be eupphed. See Section HI, " Summer Manceuvres." 

311. The same arrangements with regard to sick will be fol- 
lowed; but the rack will invariably be sent to the General and 
Station Hospitals of the District to which the Corps belougs,

312. Ou tlie Staff of a Geueral Officer eommanclmg au amiy 
there -will bo one Surgeon Ueneral-iu-Cbief, whose ilutiea vnU be 
on the Staff of the Genera! Officer Commanding the Army, and 
who will have the siipremo control under that Officer of " 
Medical arrangements connected with the force. (See Appt 
dix No, 9, page 194.) 
h 313. All Medical arrangements for an Army Corps, the sb-engUi 
of wliich on active 8er\'ice ^vill be 36,805 of all ranks, will be 
made bv the Surgeon General, and carried out with the approval 
and under the orders of the General Officer commanding. The 
detail of the Administrative Medical Staff for Stationar)- Field 
Hospitals is shown in Appendix No. 8, page 192. 

314. The Surgeon General of an Army Corps will remain with 
the head-quartera of the corps; and will advise the General 
Officer commanding^ regarding the di^oHition and movements of 
the Bearer Companies and the moveable Field Hospitals. 

315. He ■will place himself in communication with the heads 
of departments, and intimate to each department couoemed 
eM^uipment and supplies that will be probably required fbi' 
sick and woimded. 

316. He will direct all medical and sanitary matters, on the 
line of march, in camp and in quarters. 

317. He ^vill be responsible for the distribution of Medical 
Officers, of Officers and men of the Ai-my Hospital Coipa, of the 
reserve, and of ci\-iliana employed with the department. 

318. He will be responrable for the disposal of such Beui 
Companies and Field Hospitals as may not be required for imm&H' 
diate duty. 

319. He will indicate the positions for di-ossiug stationa wheiu 
an engagement is expected. 

320. The Bearer Companies and Field Hospitals attached to:„ 
division will be under the command of the General Officer com- 
manding the Dimion ; but the Principal Medical Officer of ths' 
Division, in the absence of the Surgeon-General of the An 
Corps, will be responsible for the movements and proper diepc 
of them at all times. 

321. When a division is detached so as to render communii 
tion with the head-quarters of the Army Corps impracticable, 
Principal Medical Officer of the Division will perform tdl 
duties I'f the Surgeon General of an Amiy Coips in reapeot 
the division. 

322. The Field Du-ector will receive his instructions from 
Surgeon General of the Army Coi-ps. 

323. He -will rc'j;;ii!ate all the details of the movcmetits of tl 
Field Hospitals. 
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334. He will visit them frequently and, with the mirgeoii in 
'charge, examine the cases received from Coips, and from the 
dressing statioiiB of the bearer companies, with a view to the 
disposal of sick and wonnded, bo as to obviate overcrowding, by 
removing with all possible de^atch to Hospitals along line of 
conmiiiaic-ition or at the base (should their state permit), patients 
who are iiut likely to become effective within a reasonable time. 

325. He will repoi-t to the Surgeon-General of the Army Corps 
any deficiencies in clothing, medical and surgical appliances, or 
any conditions likely to affect the health of the sick or wounded 
in hospital, bo that immediate steps may be taken to supply 
deficiences, or make necessary aiTangcmentB. 

326. He will report to the Sm-geon Ci-eneral when any build- 
ings are available for hospital purposes. 

327. He will always when possible confer with the Principal 
Medical Officers of Divisions, before submitting any reports to 
the Surgeon General of the Array Corps. 

338. When necessaiy he will communicate directly with the 
Surgeon General of the line of comraunicationB ; so that there may 
be no delay in supphes being forwarded or proper steps taken for 
the transfer of the sick and womided from the moveable field 

Is, and vnll report as soon as possible to the Surgeon 
General of the Army Corps what aiTangomenta have been made. 

339. The duties of the Sanitary Officer at Head-Quarters will 
"be found in the Sanitaiy Regidations. 
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330. Medical Officers doing duty with Corps will afford such 
temporaiy..as8ifibince as may be i-equired in carap, on the line of 
march, and in action ; all cases of sickness occmring in camp, and 
reqninng prolonged treatment, will be sent to the nearest Field 
Hospital. 

331. The cadre of Medical Officers who will do duty -with 
Corps is shown in Appendix No, 10, page 19fi, 

333. Two men a company, trained as stretcher-bearers, will 
be under the orders of Medical Officers doing duty with Corps, 
and in cases of ontpost duty or detached battahons will perform 
the duties that are performed divisionally by the men of the bearer 
company ; in extensive actions they will also assist the wounded. 
It is desirable that Commanding Officers of Regiments should 
cairae four men a company to be trained to meet casualties. 

333. The regimental stretcher-bearers will never be removed 
from battahons without the special sanction of the General 
Officer commanding the division. 

334. Under ordinary circumstances, field companions, in the 
proportion of two for each regiment, and water-bottiea, in the pro- 
portion of two for each company, will be carried by the regimeu- 
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taJ bearers. When the battalions are detaehed, or wheneverj 
!B confiidered neceesaiy by the Principal Medical Officer of I 
vision, be will cau&u additioiml medical 8uppt[';8 or aasietatice I 
be fumifihed. 

335. A field-stretcher for each company will be carried on ti 
line of march iii the battalion company carta. When an act*" 
is expected, tho regimental bearers will leave their riSea i 
TaSses in the carts, and march with the stretchers, water bott 
and field companions under the direction of the Medical Offic< 
to the flcene of action. 

336. In minor actions, Medical Officers doing duty with t 
reginientB engaged will be assisted by surgeons of OorpH - 
are not engaged in apphong first driissings to wounded. 

337. In serious actions, Medical OfiGcere doing duly with C-_ 
will only afford such temporary aid to the wounded aa may fi 
necessary imtil the staff of the Bearer Company arrives; on s ' 

■ occasioziB tbey will not, as a rule, undertake any scriooa sorg 
operation, but always keep in close proximity to their respect 
Corps, 

TI.— THSi BBABBS COLUKN OF AN AKHT COSPS. 

338. The duties of a Bearer Column will be to render 
assistance to the wounded, and remove them from the field to 
dressing stations and Field Hospitals. A Bearer Column will 
consist of four companies, one for each division, and one for the 
Corps troops, including the cavalry brigade. 

339i When operations are being canied out in a moimtaiuoi 
district, an appropriate mountain equipment will replace 
carriages, draught horses, and materiel of one of the four " 
Companiea with an Army Corps. 

«0. The details of a Bearer Company and of the mountain 
ec[uipment are given in Appendix No. 5, pages 186-188. 

341. A Bearer Company is divisible into two half-compauit 
each of which, by the arrangements made for distribunon 
personnel and stores, is capable of acting independently. 

342. When a Bearer Company is <Uvided,the Medical 
next in rauk to the Medical Officer in charge will command 
half-compa.uy which is detached. 

343. The half-company of a Bearer Company will rejoin 
head-quartera of the Company as soon as possible after th&da1 
for which it has been detached have been completed. 

344. There will be two lines of ambulance wagons beh 
to each Bearer Company, 10 in the first line and 23 in the i 
line ; the first liue of ambulance wagons will, imder all 
stances, be kept up to its fuU strengtii by supply from the seooi 
line. 

345. The ambulance wagons of the first line, and the surgit 
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'wogotia and carts of a Bearer Company will all ha of eervico 
pattern. 

34& Itmay be Qecefifiary to ibna the eepond line of ambulance 
wagoBS from local sourcea, but as no local cairiage can bo ao 
BTiitable for w^ouaded men as the rcji^iliition ambulitnce wagons, 
these shoiUd be need ii' possible, altiiougli horsed from local 
sources. 

347. Ambnltmce wagons in the second line when siippliedfrom 
local eonrees will be proportionately increased in number if they 
are not capable of conveying as many sick or wounded as the 
regulation ambulauce wagons. 

348. When mich local auxiliary tran^ort fur the sick is sup- 
plied, the same proportion of Non-commisaioned Officers and 
artifieerB from the Army Service Corps will be allowed, as if all 
the ambulance wagons were of the regulation pattern. 

349. The wagons for the Beai'er Companies will be supplied by 
the Ordnance Store Department, the horses, diivei-s, and artificers 
by the Army Service Corps, and maintained by the Commissariat 
Dg>artmeiit ; but will be under the direction of the Medical 
Officer in charge as long as they are attached to the Bearei' 
Compamesw 

350. The following will be the order observed by the Beai'er Order i 
Company on the line of march : — '^ ' 

At the head of the Company the sick bearers of the Army 
Hospital Corps will march in fours ; the wagons and 
carts will immechately follow these in column of route, 
the ambulance wagons leading. 

The posts of Officers will be as follows : — ^Medical Officers 
iu front of the Army Hospital Corps, Offieera of Orderhes 
in roiir of the Army Hospital Coi-ps, and the Transport 
Officer on the directing flank of the store wagons. 
The Medical Officer in command will move from one 
part to another as occasion requires his presence for 
the preservation of order. The rear of the company 
■will be brought up by remounts and spare horses. 
When the Bearei' Company is provided with mountain 
equipment the pack animals will immediately follow the 
Army Hospital Corps in half sections. 

SSL One-fourth of the men composing the Bearer Company Water ( 
■will be equipped with water-tius, and the bearer-company- °' 
hav^-sack containing bandages, tourniqueta, &c. 

jSi2. Medical Omcers wiD see that tie sick bearers keeptheii- 
water-tins replenished and the haversack supplied mth dressing 
apparatus. 

353. The Bearer Company will be under the direct command Comnmndof 
of the Medical Officer in charge, who will be responsible through Bcaf" finm- > 
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the Officer commanding the troops to the Principal Medi< 
Officer of division for it* efficiency at all times. 

354. The Medical Officer in charge ivill cause the Seuii _ 
Officer of OrderUea to make all the reqnisitione on the Com- 
mieaariat. Ordnance Store, and Medical Departments, for Buch 
equipment and supplies as mav be required for the Bearer 
Company. The requisitionB will be signed by the Officer tA 
Orderhes receiving the suppHes and approved of by the Mediost 
Officer in command of the company. The requisitions for equips 
ment will be made out in strict conformity with the arrangement' 
of Stores by sections shown in Appendix No, 11, pages 197-202. ' 

355. The Senior Officer of Orderlies will be responsible for the 
charge of the medical equipment and stores of the Bearer Cont-' 
pany, and will act as Quai-ter-Master and Paymaster, and ■will' 
conduct the duties connected with the formation and arranga* 
raenta of the dressing station, under the orders of the Medical 
Officer in charge. 

356. The Lieutenanta of the Array Hospital Corps will be ei 
ployed during an action in conducting the ambulance wagons 
and from dressing stations, and will perform such other duties. 
the senior Medical Officer present may consider necessary ft 
the welfare of the sick and wounded, 

367. The Transport Officer of the Army Semce Corps "wiB'' 
command the detachment of his own corps attached to the Bear^ 
Company, but he will can-y out all instructions received from the 
Medical Officer in charge as to the disposition and mOTements 
of the store wagons and horses. 

358. Before an action commences the Principal Medical Offici 
of the Division Avill advise with the General Officer commandinj 
in regard to the positions where di'essing stations will be estal 
lished. 

359. In the absence of the General Officer or other Offici 
commanding, the Piincipal Medical Officer of Division will 
the necessary instructiona to the Bearer Company. 

360. When no orders have been received from the Oenf 
Officer Commanding, or from the Principal Medical Officer oj 
Division, the Medical Officer in charge of the company will on 
liis own responsibility organize the dressing station or stat* 
and take such measures as may be necessary for the relief 
ti'ansport of the sick and woimded. 

361. Dressing stations will be established, if possible, at poini 
not exposed to fire. If there be suitable buildings near the seej 
of action they will be utilized, otherwise an operating tent i 
be pitched under cover, and the Medical Officer in charge of 
Bearer Company will issue such directions as ho may coniddi 
necessary for the organization of the dressing stations, aoA ai 
portion to each Medical Officer his duties. 

362. At the dressing stations the surgical wagons, water 
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and atore wagons will be placed in poaitiou under tlie oi'deia of 
tlie Medical Officer in cliai-^e, 

363. The di-eesiiig station will be distinguished during day- 
time by two Geneva flags, and during the night by two red 
lautems. 

364. During the action wounded straggling from the field 
will be attended to at the dressing station, and transferi'ed to the 
rear with aU possible speed. 

365. At the close of an action two medical officera with 
the Mck bearers, ibllowed by a Lieutenant of the Ai-my Hos- 
pital Corps conducting the first lines of ambidance wagons, will 
advance ny the shortest available route, and halt as near as 
possible to the scene of action. The halting place will be termed 
the " Collecting Station," The wagons will be drawn up with 
the horses' heads towards the dressing station. 

366. The bearers -will then fake the etretcliers from the 
ambulance wagons in the propoi-tion of one sti'etcher for every 
four men ; two to carry the wounded man and two to act as 
reliefs or fatigue-men, asmsting in placing him on the stretcher 
and carrying the wounded man's rifle and valise, and, in the 
absence of the Medical Officer, applying a first dressing if necea- 
Baiy. 

367. The sick bearers will be divided into two half-com- 
panies — each half company being under the direction of a 
medical officer ; the wings wiU be further divided into sections 
of 16 men, each section being under the direction of a Non- 
commissioned Officer. 

368. The bearers thus detailed will patrol the battlefield 
and ita vicinity, examine the fallen, a.nd separate the Uviug from 
the dead, removing the wounded to the ambulance wagons for 
conveyance to the dressing station, and retm-ning again 
immediately with the stretchers to the field. 

369. When the ambtilance wagons have been loaded 
they will proceed to tlie dreesing station, each wagon being 
followed by an attendant — if possible, a Non-commissioned 
Officer — who will assist in the I'enioval of the wounded from 
the wagons. 

370. Whenever practicable, the wounded will be canied 
to the dressing station, or even to one of the field hospitals, in 
the vicinity, without removal from the stretchers. 

371. When all the wounded have beeu removed fi'om 
the open, the woods and ditches in the neighbom-hood will be 
methodically searched, so that there may be no possibility of 
any woimded renmining uncai'cd for. Lanterns for searching 
in the dark form part ofthe equipment of a surgery wagon. 

372. When the woTmded, with their rifles and valises, have 
been deposited at the dressing stations, the stretchers will be 
cleaned, and the ambulance wagons will at once retmn to the 
field. 
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373. The arms and accoutreraents ol' wounded imai 
canied with thcin in llie amljuliiiie*' wagcioH in tbo 
Btatiotia and field iiospif&lH. and n-ill be hande^l over 
sergeant of the Army lioepitsl Corps. 

374. Before using a woimded man's rifle as a Bplinl^ or 
pLacing it in an ambid&iuie wagon, tlie charge must De -wiHi- 
drawn if the weapon be loaded. 

375. Offictjre and Non-commissiuned Officeis of 
perty oE dead Oompaay will be responsible that the private property 
and wounded, jg^d ^^ji wounded 18 not appropriiited. A severe pi 

wiD follow any auch act of appropriation. 
geoond line of 370. The second liiie of ambiilauce wagoiut will be under 
the charge of an officer of the Aniiy Hospltttl Corps, and under 
ordinary circimistances about ha!i' a da^^'s march in rear of the 
company. 

377. When the wounded begin to arrive at the dremng 
station, the Medical 0£Scer in charge u-ill send an Officer oi 
Orderhes with orders for the i!nd line of ambulance wagoos, ec . 
as many of them as may b© coiieodei-ed neceaaary, to advance to I 
the dressing station to remove them to the iieareet Field Ho»< 4 
pital. 

378. Ill case of the ti'oops retiring, the Priiuinal Medioi4i'| 
Officer of Division, or, in his absence, the Medical Office in, 
charge of the Beajer Company, will determine what portLoa otj 
the medical establishment will be left beluiid. 1 

379. With each Bearer Company there will be two air* tl 
gery wagons, containing a complete equipment of iustium^t^. ^ 
surgical appliances, medicines, and medical comforts foe tiie f 
first asaiatance in the field. The contents, and mode of pact 
a surgery wagon, are shown in AppendixNo.4 , page 175 to 18. 

380. When the necessary surgical treatment has ' 
afforded at the dressing station, tiie Medical OtEcer will sA 
to the clothes of the wounded man a diagnosis ticket, on wUfj 
will be specified his regiment, number, rault and name, with 1 
nature of the injury, the treatment, and any precautiona i 
quired as to transport ; all tiieae details will also be writteo i 
the " Tally Book.'^ 

381. The plan of an encampment for a bearer com 
and the plan of a Surgery Wagon showing the mode of pa<3 
the baskets and boxes, will be found printed in the A|>p( 
pages 188 and 185. 
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383. There will be twelve movable field hoepitals for an 
Army Corps ; two will be attached to eat-h c^^^sioII, six re- 
maining for general disposal. The detail of a field hospital is 
shown in Appendix No. 6, pages 189 and 190. Each Field Hospital 
will accommodate 200 acfe, and will be divisible into two, each 
half-field Hospital being complete in personnel and materiel for 
lOOdck. When a Field Hospital is di\-ided the Surgeon next in 
rank to the Medical Officer in charge will take the command of 
the detached portion. The regulation in paragraph 343, for a 
Bearer Company, will be followed in the ca*e of a Field Hospital 
placed under similar circumstances. 

384. Each hospital tent in a movable Field Hospitai will 
accommodate four patients ; but the number may be mcreased 
or decreased iu accordance with the requireraenta of the sick 
and wounded. 

385. Only transport for.thi'ee Field Hospitals of those 
that are not attached to divifflons will bo kept up ; when neces- 
Bary, transport for the remaining Hospitals will be supplied on 
requisition by the Commissariat Department. The Principal 
Medical OfEcer of a Division will be responsible that a sufficient 
number of Field Hospitals are opened. When more than two are 
required for the Division, he will apply to the Surgeon General 
through the General Officer commanding the division for such 
of the unattached field ho^itals as may be requii'ed. When a 
Field Hospital of a Division cannot be moved on account of the 
number of sick and wounded, want of transport, or other cir- 
cumstances, the Hospital will cease to belong to the Division, 
and its place will be taken by a reserve Field Hospital detailed 
for the purpose by the Surgeon General of the Army Corps. 

386. The Principal Medical Officer of a Division will 
advise the General Officer commanding as to the niunber and 
position of Field Hospitals that may be considered necessary 
while in camp. 

387. When no insti'uctions have been received from the 
haad-quarters of a Division, the Medical Officer in charge of a 
movable Field Hospital will use his discretiou in opening it, re- 
porting his reasons for so doing to the General Officer Com- 
manding the Division, who will refer the matter to the Principal 
Medical Officer. 

388. The Medical Officer iu chai'ge of a movable Field 
Hospital will cause the senior officer of orderhes to make all the 
requisitions on the Commissariat, Ordnance Store, and Medical 
D^pMteients fur such equipment and suppHos a.s may he re- 
quired. 

"""•, The requisitions will be signed by the Officer of 
38 receiving the supplies, and approved of by the Medi- 
cal Officer iu command of the Field Hospital. The requisitions 
" ir equipment will be made out in strict conformity with the 
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arrangement of Stores by sections shown in Appendix No. 11, I 
pages 11)7 to 202. 

380. He will scud all sick and woiuided t<i the Hoerpttah 
along the line of commuaication and the base as eooii as praot 
ticable, only retaining under treatment cases that are likely to, 
be fit for duty within a short period, or those which might "* 
by removal. 

39L Before an action the movable Field Hospitals will be 
cleared of any sick or wounded that can be removed to thfl. 
rear. ' 

392. In selecting a site for a Field Hospital before 
action, due precautions will be taken that the position is as dose^ 
as possible to the first line of aBsistance, and tlwt there i' 
practicable road for the ambidances from the front, and a si 
cient water supply in the vicinity, 

393. Advantage will be taken of any availalile and suit-l 
able buildings in towns and viUSgea for the establishment of 
these Field HoBpitals. 

394. When there are no buildings available the hoE^ital 
tents will be pitched, and the phannacy, store wagons, and 
water cai-ts diuwn up under the du-ection of the medical offices -i 
in charge. 

395. There are four Field Hospital store wagons in i 
movable Field Hospital, each containing the ward equipm 
cooking utensils, and medical stores for 50 patients ; the ootk 
tents and mode of packing of these wagons are detailed j 
Appendix No. 2, pages 142 to 152. 

396. There are two pharmacy wagons for a tield hoi 
pital, each coutainiug a complete equipment of instrumei 
surgical apphances, medicines, means of compounding, t 
medical cciitforts. The contents and dii'ections for packing i 
fully detailed in Appendix No, 3, pages 153 to 174. 

397. The following ivill be the order observed : 
case of a movable Field Hospital on the line of march : — 

The Non-commissioned Officers and men of the Army Hoi 
pital Corps will march in front, followed by the ph( 
miicy, field hospital store wagons, water carts, pcrsc 
equipment wagons, and forage carts, spare h<M 
briuging up the rear. 

The posts of Officers will bo as follows :— The Me( 
Ofiicera before the Army Hospital Coi'ps, Offioere 1 
OrderHes in the rear of the Ai-my Hospital Corps, t* 
Transport Officer in the directing flank of the ' 
On the line of march the Medical Officer in conim 
will exercise constant supervision over the Field Hpg 
pital column. 

The plan of an encampment fur a movable Field Hospits 
wiU be found printed in Appendix 17, page 225. 
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The thii'd liue of moJiual assistauce in] the field will 
consist of Btationary field hospitals along the line or lines of 
communication, and at the base of operations, 

399. In choosing sites for stationary hospitals, due attention 
will be paid to the character and elevation of the country, the 
nature of the soil, the proximity and Durity of the M-ater supply, 
the practicability of drainage, the shelter afforded by wooa or 
high land from cold ■winds, and care wiU be taken that the 
position is easy of access and at a convenient distance from the 
main road, and, as far as circimietances will admit, in accordance 
with instructions contained in the sanitary section of the medical 
regnlations. 

400. If possible these hospitals will be established in buildings 
or wooden huts at the port of embarkation, and in towns, villages, 
or farm-bouees along the lines of commtmication. Hospital mar- 
quees will be stored at the base of operationa, and issued for 
Btationary hospitals when other shelter is not available. 

401. In forming stationary field hospitals along the lines 
of communication, existing hues of i-ailway and roads will 
be utilized. The hospitals and provision stations will be placed 
at regular and convenient intervals so as to suit the position of 
the forces, and the circumstances of the wounded. 

402. Stationary field hospitals will have equipment similar to 
movable field hospitals as regards medical and surgical stores 
and ward utensils, but double the quantity of hospital clothing 
will be allowed ; they will not bo supplied with special wagons 
or transport. 

403. In estabhahing hospitals at the base, or on lines of 
communication, the Deputy Surgeon Generals concerned will 
direct an Officer of the Army Hospital Corps to apply to the 
Commissariat or Oi-dnance Store Departments for the necessary 
stores, and to the Royal Engineer Department in the event of 
the erection of wooden huts or alterations to existing buildings 
being reqiiired, and will keep the' Surgeon General of the lino 
of communications informed on all such points. 

404. The sick and wounded from the army in front will be 
transported by the ambulauce wagons ofthe second lino as far as 
the advanced depot, where other couveyance provided by the 
Commissariat on the requisition of the Surgeon General ofthe line 
of communications, or the Deputy Sui'geon General with the 
Boad Commandant will meet and convey them to then- destina- 
tion. 

405. On no account are the ambulance wagons of the second 
line to convey sick and wounded beyond the advanced depot. 

406. Before the removal of sick and wounded, care -will 
be taken in the fii'St instance to ascertain through the Iload Coni- 
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mandant when the roaiJ will be open and available for their trana- 

port ; due aotice will in all cases be given by the Deputy Sur- 
geon Generals of Division of the removal of aick and wounded 
from the movable hospitals to the Surgeon General of Axmy 
Corps tuid to the Surgeon General, and to tlie lusuuttor Generfd 
of the line of commimicatioua, and the latter will be reeponaible 
that intelligence is communicated throughout the whole line 
and to the Principal Medical Officer at baae of opuratious. 

407. Surgeons, medical students, and otiierareuderins volun- 
tas aid as hospital helpers will, under the sanction of the War 
Omce, be employed in stationary hospitals. They will, on 
arrival at the seat of war, report theinselvee to ^e Surgeon 
General at the base of operations, who will appoint them to 
vacancies on the HoHpital Staff. WhOe thus serving, civilian 
Eiurgeona and othera will act under the naihtary medica] 
officer in charge of each hospital. 
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408. There will be one Surgeon General for the line of com- 
munications and baB« of operataons, 

409. He will carry on the duties of the Department under the 
orders of the Inspector General of the l«ie of coramuitioatioDa, 
and will be responsible to the Surgeon General in Chief of the 
Army for Medical arrangements along the line of conununica- 
tions and at the base of operations. 

410. He will be reBponsible for the medical adminustra- 
tion of all stationary hospitals, both at the base of operations 
and on the line of communications ; also that sufficirait supphes 
of medical and surgical equipment, to meet the i-eqniremen^ ot 
the whole Army, are in store both at the base and at the ad- 
vanced dep6t, and will report all wants and deficiencies to the 
Director General of the Army Medical Department, informing 
the General Officer Commanding thereof, 

411. He will be responsible for the forwarding of i 
ical and surgical apphances and stores for the hospiiak of t 
whole Army. 

412. He will be responsible, under the Inspector Gm 
eral of the line of commum cations, for the removal of all si" 
and wounded from the advanced dep6t to the stationarv ht_ 
pitals on the line of communications or at the base, and also fbti 
the embarkation, imder the instructions of the Coramandaot t 
the base of operations, of sick and wounded to England, or ( 
any convalescent station. 

413. The hospital ships, so far as their medical equipmei 
and readiness for tne reception of sick and wounded, will i ' 
be under his supervision and control.

458. Iu the diets, when no aonp is given, the vegetables a .

459. When potatoes cannot be prociu-ed of a sufficiently g 
quality, either 3 oze. of rice, 3 ozs. of flour, or 8 ozs. of bread 
may be issued in Heu of 16 ozs. of potatoes. 

480. Preseived potatoes, when issued, will be in the propoa 
tion of 1 oz. of the presei-ved to 5 ozs. of fresh, and 1 oz. i 
mixed preserved vegetables in lieu of lO-ozs. of fresh, 

461. Half an ounce of Coffee may be substituted for ^ oz. ^ 
tea at breakfast and supper.

463. When men, on admieeion to Hospital, require nom 
ment before they are placed ou regular diet.

464. Previous to the issue of any diets, extras, or drinks, they Diet Shceu 
will be entered on the diet sheet W.O. Foim 1145. Tliis will be nndrecordix 
filled up daily by the prescribing Medical Officer, ordinaiy diets '' 
for the foUowing day, extras and drinks fur tlie day of issue. 

The fii-st enti-y of each man's diet will be wiitten in words, and 
Hubsequent entries of the same diet mil be indicated by the 
initial letter of the diet, which will be marked in the proper 
colomn from day to day by the prescribing Medical Officer, who 
wiU at the same time obhtevate the colums in which no entries

465. The names of all men on Hospital diet, or to whom 
exti'ae have been given, will be duly entered in the Hospital 
AdmiBBJOD and Discharge Book (AV.6.

Completion at the end of each month of W.O. Form 152 to 
finable the regulated stoppages applicable to each case to be 
recovered. 

466. A Monthly Abstract of Diets and Extras (W.O. Form Form* to b« 
175), and a Monthly Statement of Provisions, &c., received, ex- rendered.

at the Station, who will ascertain the correctnesB of the com- 
putation of both Forms, and see that they are duly cei-tified and 
agree as regards oxpenditni'e.

518. The term '■ medical attendance " thi-Piighoiit ihese 
latioQB me&nB the protciBsional advice aad care dui-ing eidbit 
or injury afforded Toy a Medical Officer or by a Private Uedii 
Practitioner appointed to take Medical charge of Troops. Med- 
ical attendance will be restricted to the persons detailed 
the following regulations, and subject to the conditions therein 
laid down ; it v^l include the supply of medicines prescribed by 
the Medical Officer in charge of the case, and ordered by hira 
from the public Htock, or t£e medicines prescribed and supplif "" 
by a Private Medical Practitioner when appointed. 

519. No person unless authorised by regulation will 
admitted into MiUtary Hospitals without the special sanction 
of the Secretary of State, and any departure from this rule will 
render the officer authorising such deviation liable for all expenses 
which may be incuiTed. 
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6S0. No iasiie of medicnl comforte or difts will be made to any 
perBon not entitled to tbem by regulation, and any articles of 
this nature ordered on the aiithority of Commanding or Med- 
ical officei's ft)r Tvoraen, children, or other pi?rsoii8 not entitled 
thereto will not be sanctioned as a charge against the piibljc, 
and the valno of all articles ao issued will be recovered from the

3S1. Attendance cannot be claimed for women dm-iijg their 
confinement (with the exception oi the wives of soldiers

523. When medical attendance is claimed from a Medical 
Officer for any persons who are not enlisted soldiers or members 
of their families, and not belonging to the Corps to which the 
Medical Officer may be attached, a Nominal Roll (on W. 0.

On the employment ot a Private Medical 
Practitioner, which will be duly reported to the Principal Medi-^ 
cal Officer of the district, all persons at the same station who 
are entitled to medical attendance, on the conditions laid dow 
in these regulations, will be included iu the numbers to be a1 
tended, provided they reside -within the prescribed radius of 
mile from the Military Dispensary. 

550. When a Military Foreman of Works or a Non.-' 
commiseioued Officer of the Royal Artillery.

553. Under ordinary circumstances no claim for medict 
attendance will be entertained unless made in conformity with' 
the rates referred to in paragraph 549, and unless it is submitted 
by the Militaiy Officer who engaged the services of the 
Private Medical Practitioner dii-ect to the Secretary of State 
for War at the end of each quarter, or at the termination of 
the service if for less than a quarter, on W.O Form 154, to which 
the lists on W.O. Form 1328 will invariably be attached.

employment of a Private Medical Practitioner to necessitate a 
departure from any of the foregoing instructions, full explana- 
of the circumstances will be given in each case, and the par- 
ticulars of the claim furnished by the responsible MiHtary 
Officer will be submitted on W.O. Form 296, for the approval of 
the Secretary of State for War. 

554. The claims, when they have been approved by the Settlement of 
Director General of the Army Medical Department, Avill be re- claims,

555. Whenever a Civil Medical Practitioner may be em- 
ployed at any Garrison or Station for the treatment of cases of 
mfectious or contagious diseases among Officers, Non-commis- 
sioned Officers or their families who are not attended by a Mihtary 
Medical Officer, a report of the case must at once be obtained 
by the Officer or Soldier employing him aud foi-warded for the 
information of the Officer Commanding, and the Senior Medical 
Officer at the Station (see G.O. 45, of July 1877).

557. Tho piincipal points to be attended to are : — 

a. Tliat the recruit is HulEcieutly intelligent. 
h. That his vision is sufficiently good to enable him to seee 
clearly with either eye at the required distance. 

c. That his hearing is good. 

d. That his speech is ivithout impediment. 

e. That he has no glandular swellings or marks of scrofula J 
/ That his chest is capacious and well formed, and that! 

the soundness of his heart and lungs has been asJ 
certainedby meaoB of the stethoscope, 

f. That he is not ruptured. 
. Tbat the Hmbs are well formed and fully developed, 
i. That thflre is free and pei-fect motion of all the joints. I 
_;. That the feet and toes are well formed. 

558. Great care is to be taken in ascertaining the mental I 
capacity of recruits. I 

His height, weight, and chest measurement must also accord I 
with his age, [See (J. 0.

559. Men presenting any of the following conditions will b« 
rejected : — scrofula ; pSthiBis ; undoubted pnraary or secondarj^ 
syphilis ; impaired constitution ; defective intelligenoe ; defectn 
of vision, voice, or hearing ; hernia ; hsemorrhoidfl ; varico8((P 
veins beyond a limited extent, or marked varicocele with testiclok 
unusually pendant : inveterate cutaneous disease ; chronic^ 
ulcers J traces of corporal punishment, or evidence of havi 
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F JtscBUiTS — coutiuucd, 
been marked ^^itb tho letters D. oi- B.C. ; contracted or deformed 
chest ; abiiomiitl ciirvatiu'c of apuie ; or any other disease or 
physical defect calculated to unfit them for the dutioa of a

560. When not requii-ed to approach the recruit for special 
objects, tlie surgeon should always take hia place at a distance 
of about six feet I'roni him.

561. The recruit being wholly imdi't 
directions ai-e given »enatim: — 

a. Walk up and down the room smartly two or three times. 

b. Hop across the room on the right toot. 

c. Back again on the right fiiot, 

d. Hop across the room on the left foot. 

e. Back again on the left foot. 
(T/ie Iiops should lie aJiart and upon thi toes.) 

f. The recruit is halted, Htaiiding upright, "with liia arms 
extended above hia head, while tie Burgeon walks 
slowly round him , cai-BfuUy inspecting the whole sur- 
face of his body. 

662. This completes the general examination. Tho objects 
to be observed and noted m this part ai-e the foUowing: — the exis- 
tence of any obvious defects in physical constitution ; the forma- 
■ tion and development of the limbs ; the power of motion in 
joints, especially in the feet and hips : ftitness of the feet ; 
lotmation of the toes : skin disease ; varicose veins ; cicatriceB 
oridcera; marks of the letter D., or letters B:C., or of medical 
treatment; and any special marks from congenital or accidental 
canses. If any obviously disabling defects are noticed in the 
general examination, it is of course not necessary to proceed 
with tlie exercise further. If no such defects are found, the 
second part of the examination will be at once proceeded with. 

m SFECIAX. EXAMINATION. 

563. Tlie trunk will bo examined from below upwards. The Eiaimnntion 
recruit Btands ^vith hie arms extended above his hear!, the backs °' ™® ^ 
of the hands being in contact. The following will be tho order 
of inspection :^ 

a. The sui'geon notes uidications of venereal disease, 
i. He examines the scrotum to ascertain if the testicles 
have descended and are normal, or if there be varico- 
cele. 
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Special Examination — continued. 

c. He inserts the point of his finger in the external 
abdominal ring of each side, and desires the recruit to 
cough two or three times, to ascertain if he be ruptured 
or hable to that condition. 

d. He examines the abdominal walls and parietes of the 
chest. 

e. He desires the recruit to " tak^in a full breath " several 
times, while he watches the action of the chest. Careful 
stethoscopic examination is made. 

/. He examines the action of the heart, and notes its 
sounds. 

564. This comprehends the inspection for venereal disease, 
disease of the testes, varicocele, hernia, visceral disease of the 
abdomen and chest, and capacity of chest. 

565. The inspection of the lower extremities and back will be 
made from below upwards. The recruit first faces the surgeon, 
afterwards turns his back to him. The following are the direc- 
tions given : — 

a. Stand on one foot, put the other forward. 
J. Bend the ankle joint and toes of each foot alternately, 
backwards and forwards. 

c. Turn round. Kneel down on one knee. 

d. Up again. 

e. Down on the other knee. 

/. Down on both knees, and up from that position with a 

simultaneous spring of both legs. 
g. Separate the legs. 
A. Touch the ground with the hands. 

566. While the recruit performs these movements, the sur- 
geon will observe the action of the knee-joints, the condition of 
the perinaeum, and of the spinal colmnn. 

567. This includes the inspection for defects of the toe, 
ankle, and knee-joints ; for haemorrhoids, prolapsus ani, fistula 
in perinjBO, and spinal deformity. 

568. The examination of the upper extremities will be made 
from below upwards. Time is saved by the sui'geon himself 
acting as well as telling the recruit the movements he desires 
to be made. The following are the directions : — 

a. Stretch out your arms with the palms of your hands 

upwards. 
I. Bend the fingers backwards and forwards. 

c. Bend your thumbs across the palms of your hands. 

d. Bend the fingers over yom* thumbs. 

e. Bend your wrists backwards and forwards. 
/. Bend the elbows. 

g. Tm-n the backs of the hands upwards. 
A. Swing your arms round at the shoulders. 
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569. The surgeon will approach the rccmit and examine for 
marks of vaccination. 

570. This coniprehendB the inspection for loss or defects of 
the fingers, thurabs, wrists, elbow and shoulder-joints ; power of 
rotating the forearm, and Taccination. If not vaccinated, the 
cireiunstance should be stated on the atteetatiou paper. 

571. The examination of the head and neck will be made The headil 
from above downwards. The sm-geon will note the intelligence, '"^ " 
chai-acter of voice, and power of hearing of the recruit by his 
replies to the questions put to him. The follo^ving are the 
directions : — 

a. Have you had any blows or cute on the head ? Are you 
subject to fits of giddiuess? The surgeon at the same 
time examines the scalp, 

b. The Burgeon examines the ears. 

c. Do you see well ? The sm-geon examiueB the eyes 
and eyelids. 

d. He examines the uoetiila, 

e. He examines the mouth, palate, and fauces, and then 
tells the recruit to say loudly, " Who comes there ? " 

/. He examinee the nec'k. 

a. The recruit is desired to dress himself. 

n. The special tests for power and range of vision are 

applied to each eye, as directed on the card of test dots 

W. 0. Foiin 1233, furnished for that purpose. 

572. This comprehends the infection for injuries of thehcad 
deafness ; disease of the ears ; defect of voice ; polypus of nose 
state of teeth; scrofulous ulceration; glandular enlargements 
and defects of vision.

578. Recruits passed byCivihan Medical Practitioners (iac) 
ing Medical Officers of Mjlitia and Yeomanry, exccjjt when thf 
regiments are embodied or out for training) will in all cases be 
i*e-esamiued by a Military Medical Officer. 

579. When a reci'mt. who has not been passed by a Mihtary 
Medical Officer, is found on joining his corps from a Siib-District, 
to be unfit for service, a fully detailed report on his case Avill be 
made on W. 0. Form 584, by tfce Medical Officer who considers 
him unfit, and who will state not only the natiu'c of the disability, 
but also its extent. 

580. Ih the case of recmita primarily passed by Civilian,

None but soldiers bond fide disqualified by actual 
disability — without regard to the length of their ser^-ice— 
are to be brought forward for discharge as unfit for service. 
Medical Officers will be held responsible for the proper dish 
charge of their duty in this respect." 

" , Men under treatment in hospital, and unfit to be 
removed therefrom, are not to be brought forward for dis- 
charge." 

" . The following instnietions are to be observed i 
dealing with insane Boldiera : — 

" (a.) An insane soldier, whether at home or abroad, 8 
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as a rule, he attended, for ono nioDtli at least, by the 
Medical Officer who has been aocustomud to treat him, 
aesnoh Medical Officer, from kiiowing the probable 
origin and causes of the attack, is cooaideivd the most 
competent U) treat the disease iu its eU'lier stage. 

" (J.) K after such peiiod of treatment, the patient should 
not recover, c^r, if in cousequenqp of exceptional cir- 
comstancea which do not admit of delay, it be desir- 
able to remove him, application ehoiild be made by the 
Medical Officer iu charge to the Director General, if at 
homo, or to the Principal Medical Officer, if abroad, for 
permiBsion to transfer the iuaane soldier to a general 
military hospital, or to any other eetabKshment in which 
lunatic wards exist. In the latter case, if it be a 
private asylmn. or other asylum unconnected with the 
War Department, no order for the admission should be 
given without previous authority from the Secretary 
of State for War, or if abroad, from the General Officer 
Commanding. 

" (c.) Such appUcationa should be accompanied by an ab- 
Btract of the case, dra^wn up in accordance with the in- 
structions laid down in the ' Medical Regulationa,' 
together with a copy of the soldier's medical histoiT- 
Bheet, and a statement of the reasons which induce the 
Medical Officer in charge of the case to beheve that, 
if discharged, he will not be able to re-enter the service. 
On receipt of the documents by the Dii-ector General, 
if at home, or by the Principal Medical Officer, if 
abroad, the neces»iry Instruotionfl will be isBued for the 
disposal of the ca^. 

" (d,) Insane Roldiora at home ai-e not to be brought before 
an invaliding medical board, or removed to a general 
military hospital, or to an asylum, until the neceaeary 
sanction, as prescribed in (b), has been obtained."

In designating the particular form of mental nnsoundni 
tiiat the patient laboiu-s under, the nomenclatr 
of diseases laid down by the College of PhyacL 
will be strictly adhered to, 

605. Whenever it may be deemed advisable to discharge 
locally soldiers suffering from mental disease who are not dan- 
gerous to themselves or the public, the Medical Officer will 
first take steps to ascertain uu-ough the mihtary authorities, 
whether in the event of discharge, the friends are willing to 
receive the sufferers, as, failing the friends, the parochial author- 
ities must take charge of them. ^See 92nd Section of the 
Mutiny Act.] 

606. The usual dociunents, with the reply of the friendl 
will then be forwarded to the Director General, with a lette 
applying for permission to bring such cases before a distritri 
invaliding Board. 

607. When insane soldiers are discharged from hospit; 

' they vnil be removed in the presence of a Medical Officer, anw 
care will be taken that they are dressed with due regard t 
health and comfort. 

608. Insane soldiers transferred from one hospital to anothei_ 
or sent to their fiieuds, will be accompanied by an escort, con- 
sisting of not less than one non-commissioned officer and two 
men, and apphcation for the escort will be made to the Mihtary 
Authorities. 
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609. The insane wives of soldiers will on arrival from foreign 
stations, be immediately sent to their parish, and placed under 
the care of the parochial authorities. Pending these arrange- 
ments being earned out, the Principal Medical Officer will make 
local arrangements for their safety and care, after reference to 
the General Officer Commanding. 

610. When invaKded Officers or soldiers not in charge of an Inralided 
Army Medical Officer, are embarked on board any vessel a Officers or 
Medical Officer will be detailed to accompany them on board, *^*"®"- 
and to explain the nature of their cases to the Commander and 
Surgeon of the vessel. 

611. When insane Officers or soldiers are to embark on inaane 
board any Royal Mail Steamship, communication will be made Officers 
to tiie agents as soon as possible, and the insane patients will, ®' Soldiers, 
whenever practicable, be accompanied on board the ship by a 
Medical Officer, who will explain the case or cases to the Com- 
mander and Surgeon of the ship. 

612. When men are sent from out-stations to head-quarters 
to be invalided, they will not be shown as transfers from one 
hospital to another, unless at the time of transfer they are under 
treatment in hospital. 
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SECTION I.-6ENERAL SANITARY DUTIES. 

Sanitary 613. The Officers of the Medical Department of the Army 

duties of the qj»q charged not only with the medical care of the sick, but 
Department. ^^^ ^^^ d^tj of recommending to Commanding Officers, ver- 
bally or in writing, whatever • precautionary measures as to 
barracks, encampments, garrisons, stations, hospitals, transports, 
diet, dress, as authorised by Regulation, drills, and duties may, 
in their opinion, conduce to the preservation of the health of 
the troops, and to the mitigation or prevention of disease in the 
army. In the event of any verbal representation not being 
complied with, the Medical Officer will make a representation 
in writing on the subject to the Commanding Officer forwarding 
copies of the correspondence to the Principal Medical Officer. 
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SECTION n.-PBaSONAL HTQISm OF TROOPS.

614. Medical OfficeiB will inspect the niMl under their 
cliargo weekly for the detection of itch, cutaneous oumplainta, 
ocnlai- disease, uluors, and any ailments iudictLted by the eouu- 
teuauce or skin, as fever, amall-pox, scurvy, &o. ; and will im- 
mediately adopt such precautionary inea«uree aa may appear to 
be requisite. Men with itch will, if possible, be placed in & 
e^arate room, or in a tent, when the season will permit. 

615. On the firet arrival of troops at atatioua in the 
United Kingdom to which the Contagious Diseases Act apphes 
or on their retuiii &om furlougl^ and ako on difiembarkatiuu at 
any colony where there is a local ordinance or law in force for 
the prevention of vuutireal disease, they will be examined with 
a view to prevent the iutroductiuu of such disease. Medical 
Officers win be careful to bring to the notice of the Commaud- 
ine Officer any men who have delayed reporting themselves 
when diseusod. 

616. The Medical Officer will satisfy himself that the 
personal clcanlinees of the men is properly attended to. 

617. He will visit periodically all grounds or places set 
^art for the phyEiical training of the troops, or for games or 
amusements, and will give his advice on such matters, luid also 
on the kind and amouut of gymuastio exercises best suited to 
improve the health of tiie men. 

618. He will, &om time to time, examine the quality of 
aiticlea of food and drink sold in the canteens, as well as the 
ventilation of the canteens themselves. He will examine the 
cooking, and ascertain whether it be sufficiently varied ; like- 
vise the quality and ainomit of drinking water. He will also 
ascertain whether wells and other sources of water are pro- 
tected from soakage irom latrines, cesspools, drains, and other 
oaoses of impurity. 
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SECTIOH ra.-VACCIHATIOH. 



619. The Medical Officer will report yearly (on W.O Fo 
298 a) whether every man, woman, and child belonging 
the regiment bears unequivocal marks of either small-poz or 
cow-pox ; and will keep a register, W.O. Books 28, and 28 (a) 
of the names and appearances, on the days of examiaation, ol 
aU patients vaccinated. At all stations where fresh virus can be 
procured, every doubtful case, not only of soldiers, but of their' 
wives and children, will undergo re-vaccination, 

620. Whenever small-pox is prevalent, Medical Officers inl 
charge of corps or detachments \sill exercise more than ordinary' 
care and attention in regard to the condition of vaccinatioi 
among the troops, their wives and children, and for that 
pose tney wiU make a careful inspection of every individual,' 
and at once resort to the operation of vaccination or re-vaccina»] 
tion, not only wherever the marks of vaccination are unsatiEk! 
factory or indistinct, or a long period has elapsed since the dal 
of the operation, but wherever previous re-vaccination has bet 
unsuccessful, 

621. Any cases of small-pox will be immediately repoi 
to the Director General in a special report, specifying the nai 
and age of each individual, with the dates of the operations 
vaccination and re-vaccination, with their resulte reepectivel; 
and whetlier such individual bears satisfactory marks, and " 
number thereof. All such cases of small-pox will also be 
variably noticed in the remarks appended to the Weel 
Return of Sick. 

622. If the patient be a soldier, and no marks of vao-j 
cination exist, the fact will be mentioned in tlie said report, witli' 
a statement showing the date of his joining the corps. 

623. Eveiy recmit, without exception, will be vaccinatec 

' on joining the head-quarters or depot of the corps to which he 
belongs, unless the operation is certified to have been already 
successfally performed subsequently to Ins enlistment. 

624. The Medical History Sheet of every soldier -will 
furnish information whetlier he has been re-vaccinated, and 
Medical Officers will re-vaccinate those cases where no such 
record exists : and where the Medical History Sheets contain no 
jilace specially set apart for it. the date and result of the opertb-l 
tion will be inserted in red ink in the body of the sheet, aStex 
the last entry of treatment for diaeaae. 
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Taqoihation — cOQtiaued. 

625. Medical Officers will re-vaccinate the wivea of all 
soldiers married with leave, and, as far ae possible, this com-se 
will be pnraued, as a measure of public safety, in the case of the 
wives of soldiers married without leave ; and all soldiers' children 
will, as a rule, be re-vaccinated wherever 10 years have elapsed 
aince the date of their having been vaccinated. 

626. The directmethod of vaccination will be had recourse 
to whenever practicable, in preference to that by lymph from 
tubes or pointa ; it being understood, however, that in vaccina- 
tion from arm to arm, or in re- vaccination, the lymph is not to 
be taken irom adults nor from a re-vaccination. 

627. Wheu re-vaccination has faOed, Medical Officers will 
repeat the operation with lymph from another source when 
practicable, and in the event of the operation still proving nn- 
succeeeful. the names of the individuals will be recorded, with a 
view to their being re-vaccinated at some subseqiieiit date. 

628. In re-vaccination Medical Officers will not make the 
necessary punctures in less than two places, and where the 
evidence or origintil vaccination is indistinct, or single, three 
punctures will be made. 

629. Vaccination certiiicates of soldiers' children will not 
be given to the parents, but transmitted to the Registrars of 
BirQis and Deaths. 

630. Snch certificate will be on the particular Form 
supplied by the Registrar to the parents on the registration of 
birth. In order to meet cases in which these Fonus may have 
been lost, the Registrar General has prepared books of certificates 
for the use of Medical Practitioners, which will be supplied to 
Medical Officers on appHeation,

, 634. Tbe SaoitaiT' or ofiier Medical Officer wtD nmit to 
Ae Commanding Officer the Rsolts of Iob inspectioa, and make 
any aecemetry recommendatioQa for nmarmg defecta In the 
caac of hua|atalii eelected for temporary occnf^doc, the Com- 
tnauding Officer will, in terms of special antfaority given him for

Ktate in writing bis reaaons, and immediately traiiBmit them, with 
the rtcoinmendatione of the Sanitary or Medical Officer, to 
raperiur authority. 

635. The Sanitary or other Medical Officer, ae the case 
may he, will at the same time transmit a copy of every Buch 
report tn the Principal Medical Officer, stating also the steps 
taken to carry out has recommendations, and the Principal 
Medical Officer will forthwith forward every such report to the 
Director General, with any remarks he may have to make on 
tbt! aame. 
[ CuUofDtet 636. The minimum space to be allowed for each bed in 

' u> h* dWcd any permanent hospital iB 1,200 cubic feet at home and in tem- 
1 bibotintalt. ptrate climates, and 1,500 cubic feet, or aa may be specially 
authorised by the Secretary of State for War in reference to 
the Couuniaeari&t Bcgnlations [Revised Army Begnlations, Td 
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IV], at BtationH in tropical climfttes. When hospitala are not 
fiiliy occupied, tlio sick will be disti-ibuted so as to give, as 
nearly iw i"a-,Y l>e. the amount specified. The number of buds 
which each ward k capable of containing in accordance with 
these meaBureraents will be painted, as directed by Regulation, 
outside the door of the ward, ajid will not be increased without 
the sanction of the Secretary of State. In detached wooden huta 
in tomperate climates the minimum of space will be 600 cubic 
feet for each bed, wiiero possible. The number of beds in each 
bat will, also according to Kegnlation, be painted on the door. 

637. All wards will bo sufficiently wanned and lighted, 
according; to the weather and season, as directed by Regulation. 

638. The Medical Officer wiU also see that the vicinity of 
the hospital is preserved in a good sanitaiy state,' that the sur- 
fece is properly drained and swept daily, that there are no 
□tUBances, that the water supply is good and abundant, that the 
w»ter-cloact8imd latrines are in au efficient state, that the drain- 
age is not obstructed, that the ventilation of the wards is at all 
times efficient, that the hospital is kept in a proper state of 
repair, that the walls are frequently limewashed, and cleansed by 
Bcraping if necessary, that the flooring, staircases, &c., are kept 
clean, and that the floors of the wards are never washed except 
by the medical officer's special direction. 

639. The beds in baiTacks and hospitals will be placed in 
accordance with the instructions contained in Section 15, 
paragraph 6, Queen's Regulations and Orders for the Army, 
1873. 

640. The Medical Officer will ascertain whether the num- 
ber of men in barrack rooms, hospital wards, and guard- 
rooms is iu accordance with the number painted on tho door. 
He will state in his annual report to the Director Genei'al what 
tho monthly average cubic space fur each man has been. 

641. He will satisfy himself that eveiy barrack, guard- 
room, and cell is suitably lighted aud provided with sulHcient 
means of veiitilatiou to keep the air iu a pure state by night as 
wen as by day; that married soldiers' c[uarters, schools, reading 
rooms, kitchens, wasli-houses, lavatories, urinals, and latrines, 
are suitably ventilated and lighted; that the means of ventila- 
tion provi(ied for any barrack, guard-room, or cell, or for any 
school, reading-room, kitchen, washhouse, lavatory, uiiual, or 
latrine, are in efficient operation. He will further satisfy himself 
that the apertures intended specially for ventilation are never 
allowed to be blocked up ; that the windows of every barrack 
room are opened sufficiently to allow of a free ventilation as 
soon as the men have risen, and that they are kept open to such 
extent during tho day as the weather aud season may admit ; 
that the beds and bedding are fi'eely exposed to the air as laid 
down in the Queen's Regulations and Orders for the Army, 1873, 
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Pbecatttioks IK Babbaoks, &c. — continued. 

section 15, par. 6; that the walls and ceihngs of barracks or 
quarters are Umewashed in accordance with existing regula- 
tions, and that the walls are scraped at intervals. 

642. When the regiment is billeted, the Medical Officer 
will visit the men's quarters to ascertain that they are in a good 
sanitary condition, and that the men's apartments are sufficiently 
warmed and ventilated, and not overcrowded ; also that the 
bedding is clean and dry. 

643. In order to fulfil these duties, the Medical Officer in 
charge will visit all quarters, guard-rooms, cells, married soldiers' 
quarters, and every other portion of the barracks at least once 
a week, to examine their general sanitary condition and cleanH- 
ness, in accordance with Section 15, paragraph 10, Queen's Regu- 
lations and Orders for the Army, 1873. He will keep notes in 
W.O. Book 39 of all such examinations, stating whether the 
results were satisfactory, and recording the defects he dis- 
covered and the representations he made, verbally or in writing, 
to his Commanding Officer, together with the result of such 
representations. 
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SECTION V.-IHFBCTIOUS DISEASES. 



644. Hair mattreseea, bolsters, and pillows will te used ia 
all hospitals, except for caeoB of cholera or of diarrhcaa when tho 
former disease is prevalent. In such cases it is advisable that 
the barrack bedding shonld be used. It should therefore accom- 
pany the sick to hospital, and when no longer required for use 
the straw will be bmut, and the bedding, hospital clothing, and 
such of the clothing worn by tho patients at their admission 
as is not Uable to injury thereby, disinfected by dry heat or by 
each other means as may be practicable. The articlos will then 
be steeped in boiling water, and afterwards washed with soap 
and water. 

645. Such articles of a soldier's kit as cannot be so treated 
will be removed to hospital and there fumigated, and exposed 
to the air and sim for a week, beaten, and brushed. When belong- 
ing to patients who have suffered from cholera the articles \vm 
not be again taken into use until the epidemic haa ceased. 

646. During the prevalence of cholera, or when an out- 
break of that disease is anticipated, Medical Officers will con- 
form to the special instructions on the subject printed in the 
Appendix No. 14, pages 205 to 211, 

647. The following Sanitary precautions will invariably bo 
adopted when infectious fevers or other infectious diseases 
shoU have occurred among the occupanta of Officers', Non- ^ 
CommisHioned Officers', or married soldiers' quarters, or in ^ 
barrack rooms. In cases where hospital bedding, clothing, &e., 
shall have been used by such patients the instructions contained 
in paragraph 655 will be observed : — 

648. When a case of scarlet fever occurs in quarters : — t 
(a.) The rooms will be vacated, aud the windows kept open ' 

for as long a time as practicable to insui'e thorough ven- 
tilation. 

(6.) The furniture, floors, and aU the painted woodwork will 
be scrubbed. 

(fl.) The bedding, clothes, carpets, &c., will be ^thoroughly 
cleansed and disinfected oef ore further use. 

(d,) The ceilings will be whitewashed. 

(e.) The walK ^ papered, will be re-papered, the old paper 
being first carefully scraped off. If not papered, they 
v.'Hl be scraped and finished as before. 

649. The Medical Officer who may have attended tho Mediori 
case, will represent in writing to the Officer Commanding the '^^"^^ 
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steps required to be taken under seetionB a, b, and c, para- 
graph 1)48. 

650. The Offiow GomniftiidiDflf will give the necesBaiy 
instruftioufl for the performance of the services. 

65L The services alluded to in sections d and e, para- i 
graph 048, ivill be carried out by the Royal Engineer DepMt- 
raent on a certificate in writing from the Principal Medical 
Officer that a case of scarlet fever has occurred. 

652. The re-papeiiug, colouring, and whitowaahing will 
be restiicted to the room m which the case of fever shall Imva > 
occun-ed. 

653. Whenever it is considered advisable, in consequence 1 
of the occurrence of infectious disease in ban-ack or quarters, 
the room will be vacated, thoroughly cleaned, and limewashed, 
and left unoccupied, with the -windows open aa long as practi- 
cable; and when, in addition, it is deemed necessary m the 
first instance to fumigate the room, one of the processes detailed 
for that piirpoBe wiU be adopted. 

654. Of the barrack bedding used by aufierers from in- 
fectious fevers or itch, prior to admiflsion into horoital, the straw 
will bo burnt, and the remainder, together with the clothing 
belonging to the patients but not actually in use, will, if not 
liable to mjury thereby, be disinfected by dry heat or subjected 
to the process of boiling when practicable, or be immediately 
ateepea in boiling water, without removal to hospital The 
articles will then be banded over to the Commissariat Depart- 
ment for the purpose of being exposed to the air and aubse- 
quently washed. 

655. \Vhenever hospital bedding, clothing. &c., have been 
used by patients affected with fevers of infectioiiB character, 
they Will be ti-eated as follows : — 

(a.) The hair of the mattress, &c., will be opened out, ex- | 
posed to the air, and beaten, and, when practicable, 
submitted to a diy heat of not less than 212" F., for i 
at least two hours; the remainder of the bedding, i 
hospital clothing, and such of the clothing worn by 
patients at their admission as is not liable to injury 
thereby, will also be disinfected by dry heat or I 
chemicals, steeped in boiling water, exposed to the ' 
air, beaten, and afterwards washed with soap and I 
water. Boiling the articles instead of steeping them 
in boiling water is preferable when it can be done, in \ 
which case, or where dry heat has been employed, dis- i 
infection by chemicals will not be necessary. 

(fi.) Such articles of a soldier's kit as cannot be treated in I 
the mannei' laid down in the foregoing paragra^" 
will be removed to hospital, and there fumigated and ] 
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exposed to the air and sun for a weak, beateii aud 
brushed. 

656. After the occurrence of a case of vellow fever m any l 
barrack abroad, the room or quarter in which the case ocuiurod i 
will be vacated, disinfected, and limewashed. The floors will ^ 
be well scoured aod the pamt well waelied with Boap and warm 
water. Before the room or quarter ia re-occupied, tne windows 
will be left open for as long ae practicable, to sectu-e thorough 
ventilation. 

657. When fumigation is considered to be necessary, one ' 
of the foUowiitg proceeeea will be adopted : —

662. When it is necessary to move a case of infectious 
disease to Hospital, the Medical Officer in attendance will make 
immediate application to the Commissariat Department for an 
ambulance to convey the patient to Hospital, at the same time 
stating the nature and urgency of the case. 
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663. hi g'airisoue, camps, ami stations, whore a special 
Saiiitary Officer has not been appointed, the Principal Medical 
Officer will perform the duties of Sanitary Officer. 

664. He ^vill exercise general eupervision over the sani- 
tary condition of all paiia of the garrison, camp, or station, 
and its vicinity, as regards di'ainage, cleanliness, removal of 
nuisances, water supply, overcrowding, ventilation, limewaehing, 
lighting of barracks and hospitals, the state of latrines, and all 
other matters affecting the health of the ti'oops. 

665. He ivill represent any defects in the same, together 
with his recommendationB thereon, verbally or in writing, to the 
Officer Commanding the ti'oops. In like manner the Medical 
Officer in charge of any regiment or detachment will represent 
and recommend to the Commanding Officer, verbally or in 
writing, whatever he may consider necessary for protecting the 
health of the troops, whether as regards the abatement or re- 
moval of local causes of disease, or as to any alteration of diet, 
clothing, drills, or duties. If any verbal representation is not 
oomphed with, the Piincipal Medical Officer or Medical Officer 
in charge will make a representation in ^vritiug on the subject 
to the Commanding Officer. 

666. Shoidd any epidemic disease appear in any gai-rison, 
camp, or station, the Piincipal Medical Officer will immediately 
inquire into its cause, and m communication with the Medical 
Officers in charge thereof, he will, if necessary, recommend in 
■writing to the Commanding Officer such measures of precaution 
ae may be reCLuisite for mitigating such disease. In the case of 
regiments or detachments, similar written representations ^\t1I 
be made to the Commaudmg Officer by the Medical Officer iu 
charge. 

667. Whenever there is reason to suppose that the water 
supply at any Military Station is of such a character as to be 
likely to affect the health of the troops, the course laid down in 

- clause 85, Army Cii'culars, 1876, and clauses 12 and 105, Anny 
Circulars, 1877, relating to the examination of samples of water, 
will be followed. 

668. The occurrence of epidemic disease will be reported 
to the Director General, and periodical reports will be made 
during its continuance.

General. Whenever Medical Officers deem it necessary to 
forward any suggestions of a sanitary nature to the Director 
General they wSl invariably furnish a copy to their Comrnqjud- 
ing Officer. 
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SECTION VU.-MOVEMENT OF TEOOFS BY SEA. 



670. Every soldier, woman, ami chilil about to uinbark 
wil] be carefiill^ examined by a Medical Officer on tlie day of 
departure, or, if the military arraugements will not admit of 
this, on the day previous, \vith a view to prevent any indi- 
viduak showing aymptoras of contagious disease proceeding on 
board ahip. All soldjei-s' families under orders to proceed to a 
foreign station should be under medical obaei-vatiou for some 
weeks before embarkation. Every woman, and every child above 
three months old, must be vaccinated before proceeding to 
embark, unless already bearing satisfactoty marks of vacciaatiou. 
Soldiers' wives near their confinement (within two months) will 
not be embarked in Her Majesty's Indian troop ships, or iu mail 
or contract steamers, or other vessels, and the husbands of such 
women vrill be detained witli them. 

671. When a ship is engaged wholly or pai-tially for the 
conveyance ofti-oops, the inspections prescribed in Section 17. 
paragraphs 23 to 2K, of the Qneen's Regulations and Orders for 
the Army, 1873, will be held, and the Senior Medical Officer 
on the spot, and, if practicable, the Medical Ofiicer in charge 
of the troops, ■will attend the inapectiona and report upon the 
samtary condition of the ship, autl on the aiTangementa made. 
When mvalids are to be embarked the Senior Medical Officer 
will satisfy himself that there is a due prot>ortion of Medical 
Officers according to the niunber and state of the sick, 

672. Should the inspecting Medical Officer discover any 
defects likely to affect injuriously the health of the troops or 
the aick dunng the voyage, he will make his remarks accord- 
ingly on the report of inspection ; and he will forthwith report 
the circumstances in vrrifang in such detail as he may consider 
necessary to the Officer Commanding at the poi-t, transmitting a 
copy to the Piincipal Medical Officer on the station, who will 
forward the same with his remarks to the Director Genei'al. 

673. The Medical Officer in charge _of troops and sick 
will, during the voyage, keep a constant watch over the ven- 
tilation and cleanliness of the ship, the cleanliness of the water- 
closets, the condition of the bilge, and over all other niattera 
likely to affect injurionsly the health of the troops or sick [see 
Queen's Regulations and Ordere for the Army, 1873, section 17, 
"IhittesDnlioardshi})"^. Should defects arise in any of these

matters, the Medical Officer in charge will immediately repre- 
sent tho same to the Officer ComniaDdiug on board, with euch 
recommendationB as he may consider necessary for the preser- 
vation of health. After troops Lave been 8 days at sea, or 
whenever the Medical Officer deems necessary, lime juice 
and sugar will be issued with the daily ration, according to the 
scale of victualling which is to be seen on board. 

674. Medical Officers embarked with troops on board a 
' hired ship deeming it necessary to make any statement anim- 
adverting upon the sanitary arrangements, or the supplies on 
board, w^ address such report to the Officer Commanmng the 
troops, submitting a duplicate to the Principal Medical Officer 
at the port of disembarkation. Copies of auy adverse 
remarks embodied in the usual report of sick must also be 
fiuTushed to the Officer Commanding. The sanitary arrange- 
ments on board Her Majesty's troopships rest with tho Naval 
Medical Officer tmder the Captain, but should the Medical Officer 
in charge of the troops consider it necessary to make any sug- 
gestions on the subject, he will make his report to the Officer 
Commanding the ti-oops. Whenever scurvy or any infections 
disease has made its appearance amongst the soldiers or then- 
famities during a voyage, the Medical Officer in charge, on 
landing, will make a special report of the circumstance to the 
military and medical authorities at the port of disembarka- 
tion, 

675. "RHienever a disembai'kation takes place at auy colony 
where there is any law or local ordinance in force for the pre- 
vention of venei'al disease, the Medical Officer detailed to visit 
and inspect the vessel wiU ascertain whether the Medical Officer 
in charge lias inspected the troops with a view to detect and 
gnard against the introduction of these diseases. He wiU report 
the results of his inspection of the vessel to the Principal 
Medical Officer for transmission to the Director General, ^vlth 
the return of sick on board ship, W.O. Form, 294b. 
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SECTION VIII.-SEKVICE IN THE FIELD. 



676. Before an Army takes the field the Duector General, 
' in addition to the inlbrmation and advice usually tendered, to 
I the War Department on mattere connected ^vith the hospital 
I aiTangements of the army, will, on the requirement of the Secre- 
I tary of State for War or the Commauder-iu-Chief, give hia opinion 

in writing on all matters connected with the country, chmate, 
productiona, rations, clotliing, shelter, sanitary an-angements 
and precautious, and on all other mattere bearing on the health 
of the troops. 

677. The Director General will recommend a competent 
Medical Officer to be appointed Sanitary Officer, who will be 
attached to the Quartermaster General's Depai'tment of the 
Army. 

678. The Director General ■will issue to the Pi-tncipal 
Medical Officer of every anny on active service such a code of 
instructions for his guidance on all mattere connected with the 
above, as he may see necessary to meet the speciahties of each 

[ -case. 

678. The Sanitary Medical Officer will accompany the 

[ Quartermaster- General, or such officer as the latter may appoint, 

I in selecting buildings for the use of troops, whether as quarters, 

hospitals, or etables. He "will examine into the sauitaiy con- 

I dition of such buildings, as regards cleansing, nuisances, drain- 

I age, ventilation, hghting, water supply, umewashing, cubic 

I contents, and into all other matters connected with the buildhigs 

f likely to affect the health of the troops or of the sick. He will 

[ also advise the Quartermaster Genersil, or his deputy, on all such 

I subjects, sending copies of all reports he may have considered it 

necessary to make to the Principal Medical Officer. He will 

point out in his reports any defect requiring remedy, and state 

the number of troops or sick which can be safely accommodated 

in the buildings. 

680. The Sanitary Medical Officer wiU further examine 
into the sanitary concEtion of towns or villages about to be 

' occupied, and their neighbourhood ; and he will make recora- 

1 mendations for organizing a proper sanitary pohce, for the pre- 

Bervation of cleanlineas and removal of nmisances, as well as for 

the execution of such measures as he may consider necetsaiy 

for protecting the health of troops in occupation. * 

681. Before selecting any site for an encampment the 
Sanitary Medical Officer will accompany the Quartermaster 
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General, or such other officer as the latter may appoint, on hii 
inspection. The Sanitary Officer Tvill give his opinion, in wriiP 
ing, if necessary, on the salubrity or otherwiBe ot the proposet 
position, with any recommendations he may have to make, 
respecling the drainage, the preparation of the ground, thji 
distance of tente or huts from each other, the number of mei 
to be placed in each tent or hut; the state of cleanlmess of 
ETurronnding ground, ventilation, water supply ; the position and 
regulation of latrines and slaughteiing places; cleansmg anddia- 
poaal of refuse ; burial of the dead and of the carcases of animals. 
Water supply. 682. He will, in communication with the OiEcers of the 
Quartennaster General's or itoyal Eng^eer Department, exa^ 
mine and report on the amoimt and quaHty of the water supply,^ 
point out the be«t sources of supply, and also indicate any f 
cantions requued in collecting, storing, purifying and i" 
buting water for use.

684. Before erecting hnts the gronud will be cleared i 
levelled, and a trench dug roimd the site of the hut i 
cieiitly deep to drain the site.

667. He will inform himself as to the sanitary condition i 
hospitals, huts, tents, houses, and other buildings; in occupati 
and will recommend, in writing, if necessary, sncli precantiooi 
measures for the prevention of disease as he may think fit, J_ 
regards cleansiag, di-aining, prevention of overcrowding, venti- 
lating, hghtfag, limewashing, removal of nuisances, improve- 
ment in water supply, and ml other local matters affecting the 
health of the ti-oops or the sick. 
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688. The Sanitmy Officer will report to tlio Qiiai-temiaster 
General «uy defectB or negligence in can-yiiig out the dutiei^ of 
tiie Camp Police. 

669. The Principal Medical Officer of every aiTpy in the 
field will give advice, in wiiting, to the Coramandei' of tiie Forces, 
in reference tfj the compomtion of rations, clothing, shelter, jaaul- 
tary arraiigemonta. aa authorised by Begulatiou, and precautioas 
for preventing disease, and on all other subjects bearing; on the 
health and phyedcal efficiency of the ti'oopB, 

690. The" Piiucinal Medical Officer or Sanitary Officer of 
every array iu the field will, with the sanction of the Ooniratinder 
of the Porcea, immediately on the opening of a campaign, a« well 
a« at anch other times as may appear to him to Be necessary, 
isBue such instractioDS regardmg sanitary precautions for protect- 
ing the health of the troops as he may conaidor requisite for the 
guidance of the Medical Officers. 

691. The Sanitary Officer will keep up a. daily inspection 
of the camp, and will especially inform himself as to the health 
of the troops. Immediately on being informed of the presence of 
disease he will examine into tho cause of the same, whether it 
proceeds from, or is aggravated by, defects in cleansing, drain- 
age, nuisances, overcrowding, defective ventilation, bad or 
deficient water supply, dampness, mai-shy ground, or from any 
other local cause, or from bad or deficient food, intemperance, 
unwholesome hquors, fruit, defective clothing or shelter, 
exposure, fatigue, or any other cause. 

692. He will report immediately to the Quartermaster 
General on such causes, and the measures he has to propose for 
their removal, senduig a copy of all anch reports to the Piincipal 
Medical Officer of the Anny. Ho will also daily report on the 
progress or decline of the disease, and on the means adopted for 
the removal of its causes, until it is no longer necessary to do so. 

693. When ti-oops are on the line of march the Sanitary 
Officer, the Pi-incipal Medical Officer, or any Medical Officer. 
appointed by h'"i specially for such duty, or the Medical Officer 
in charge of a regiment, as the case may be, n-ill accompany the 
Quartermaster General or the Officer acting under his ordei-s, and 
collect as much infoimation aa possible as to the medical topo- 
gi-aphy of the district, with special reference to places which 
ou^t to be selected or avoided for camping ground. 

694. During epidemic seasons he will also indicate the best 
means of mitigating or preventing attacks of disease on the 
mai'ch. 

695. Troops, before proceeding on the march, will be sup- 
plied with Some refreshments, especially during epidemic seasons. 

696. The Pi-incipal Medical Officer of every army in the 
field will send to the Du-ector General, at such intei-vals as the 
Director General may deteiTuine, full infonnation on all subjects 
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connected with the hygiene of the aimy, together with such re- 
commendations for improving this service as may be considered 
requisite. 

697. All Medical Officers in charge of general hospitals, 
divisions, and brigades in the field will transmit to the Principal 
Medical Officer of the anny, for the guidance of the Sanitary 
Officer, full information as to the sanitary state of the troops and 
hospitals, and on all matters affecting the health and physical 
efficiency of the men, at such intervals as the Principal Medical 
Officer may appoiat. 

698. Sanitary Officers attached to an army in the field, 
or to any general hospital at the base of operations, will draw up 
a weekly sanitary repoii: on the state of the army, or hospital, to 
be sent to the Principal Medical Officer of the Army, for the infor- 
mation of the Commander of the Forces. A copy of the repoi-t 
will be transmitted by the Piincipal Medical Officer immediately 
to the Director General. 
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669. ^\'^hen any epidemio disease prevaik among the civil Kqiorts of 
population of any garrison, station, or camp, or the neighbour- ^Jsp^'in a 
hood thereof, a report or memorandmn will l>e forwarded weekly garrison, 
ivith the weekly returns of sick to the Director General by the 
Medical Officer in charge. 

700. When any infectious or unusual disease is prevailing Epklemie 
among the ti-oops or their families, either at home or abroad, or dispwcs 
where there are any eseeptioual circumstances which, in the """""S '™°1 
judgment of the Medical Officer in charge, require to be commu- 
nicated to the Dii-ector General, he will forthwith notify the 
same through the Pi-iucipal Medical Officer, and contintie to 
ftuTiish a daily report on the progress of the disease and tlie 
sanitary state of the troops as long as may be necessary. It will 
not, however, be requisite under ordinary circumstancea to report 
the occurence of evei-v case of iufoctious disease by letter, as 
the weekly return on W. 0. Foim 1,033 will suffice for that pur- 
pose. Tiois return (W. 0. Form 1,033) -will be forwarded 
weekly by the Principal Medical Officer duiiag the prevalence 
of epidemic diseasej when more than one disease prevails epi- 
demically at the same time, separate returns relative to each will 
be (umished ; these will be discontinued after an interval of thi'ee 
weeks from the last admission. 

701. Every Medical Officer or ci^-ilian medical practitioner Qmu-toiiT 
in charge of ti-oops within the United Kingdom, or of a military p "'^J\onii 
prison, station hospital, hospital for women and children, or 
military educational establishment, will furnish a quarterly 
" Sanitary Beport," on W.O. Form 463, made up to the last 
Friday of each quai-ter, to the Principal Medical Officer of the 
district, who win transmit the report forthwith to the Director 
General ^vith a simimai-y, on the same^fonn, made up in hie own 
office. In the event, however, of there haiTng been any cases 
of infectious disease, any undue prevalence of disease, or any 
defects of an insanitary kind, Officera in medical charge will, for 
the time being, send in the Sanitaiy Eeport at the end of the 
mouth, as has been the practico heretofore. 

702. On the foreign stations such sanitary reports will be Ri'po"

705. At every station where there are meteorological; J 
instinniGiits the Senior Medical Officer (who is responsible for 1 
the care and accimicv with which all obeervatious are taken and 
recordedl, will fnmiai monthly to the Director General a Return 
of tiiG " Meteorological Obaervatious taken," on W.O. Form 848 ; 
and yearly a List of Meteorological Instruments on a lithogi-aphed , 
f(.irin. which will be eupphed by the Director General. J 

706. The Pi-incipal Medicsu Officer will refer in his Anmial I 
Return of Sick (W.O. Form 298) to the mannscnpt reports of 1 
the Medical Officers who may be specially appt)itited to take I 
charge of the sanitaiy an-angementB at Stations^ and also to I 
those furnished by the Medical Officei« in charge of the Station i 
Hospitals. He will bo oareful to specify whethei- he concnra in I 
the statements made in such reports, and will comply with ths I 
instructions laid down in Pai-t 6, Section IV, of these Begu- f 
lations.

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SECTION I.-GENERAL IHBTRUCTIOHS. 

711. All cases of sickness will be aiiowa in statistical 
returns, whether the men ai'e ti-eated iii dieted or in non-dititeil 
hospitals, or owiug to local cii'cumstances, are under treatment 
in barracks, Cai'e will be taken that sick men received 
from other hospitals, or from on boai-d ship, and mvalids sent 
from their reg;mients to the Head-Quarters of the District for 
further treatment, ai-e not entered in any returns aa fresh adniis- 
sious, but as transfers, in tho proper column. 

712. A case which, owing to the obecurity of the symptoms, 
cannot at the time be entered tmder any specific disease wHl bo 
recorded in the M''eekly Return, aa " not yet diagnosed." It 
will be specially noticed in the remarks so long as it is thus 
recorded^ when the disease is ascertained, the case ■ivill he 
entered as a fresh adiniseion, its dispoaal being noticed in the 
remarks. 

713. Tho diseases mil always be designated by the terms 
used in the English list of the nomenclature of diseases, a copy 
of which has been issued for the personal use of each Medical 
Officer. This copy of the nomenclatm-e wJU accompany the 
Officer wherever he may be serving, and will not be acooimted 
for in any Trauafor Return, At cei-taiu of tho larger hospitals

717. Weekly Ketums of Sick will be forwarded direct toj 
London, except only in certain garrisons where local instruoi 
tions are issued on the subject by the Principal Medical Office*!

720. Invalids arriving from stations abroad will not he inrslida &om 
fihown in the Weekly Return of the hospital in which they are abrood. 
treated, but the records of their sickaess will be kept distinct 

from those of troops serving at home, and a separate Weekly 
Return, headed " Invalids from Abroad," •wHl be furnished fur 
them, and they will be considered as invahdfi until they are di&- 
poeed of in one of the following ways ; — 

(a.) By discharge from the service ; 

(L) By death ; 

(c.) By return to duty as effective men. 

Men sent on sick furlough %vill on their return be again included 
among the foreign invahds at the station until they are 
disposed of. Invahds on their way home, who may be landed 
at any Foreign Station for treatment, will be similarly accounted 
for. 

721. At stations abroad, the Weekly Return of Sick will 
be sent to the Principal Medical Officer of the Division, or 
Command. Separate retimis will always be famished for Wliite, 
and for Black, or Colonial troops. 

722. In the remarks appended to the Weekly Retm'u of i 
a Hospital, the Medical Officer will notice the more important ' 
diseases, especially infectious fevers, shown on page 1 of W.O. 
Form 294, and describe their distribution amongst the different 
corps sending sick to the hospital. 

723. Full details of the appearances found at the post- J 
mortem examination ivill be given on page 4 of the Weekly ' 
Return in which a death is reported, but if the examination 
cannot be made in time, the particulars vnll bo given in the 
Weekly Return for the following week. In such instances, 
however, immediately on completion of the poat-moi-tem exam- 
mation, a special statement of the results ascertained will be 
forwarded to the Director General, headed, " Pogt-mortem Exam- 
ination of the body of ^of the__ _ 

regiment, to complete the Weekly Return of Sick of tlie 

, for the week endmg 18 ." 

724. The statistics of the sickness of any non-commis- l 
sioned ofBcers, or men of the Militia, Pensioners, Yeomaniy, ' 
Volimteers, Royal Marines, Seamen of the Royal Navy, Govern- 
ment Labourers, or others, who may be under treatment in a 
military hospital, will not be included with those of the Regular 
troops, but will be shown in the special table on page 4 of the 
Weekly Return. If the non-commissioned Officers or men, 
exceed fifty in number, a separate Weekly Return on W.O. 
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Wezket Bstfbss — continnod. 

Form 294 will be rendei-ed, the heading of the return beiug 
Biiitably altered. 

725. When it is i'ound that the dieeaee of a mau admitted 
into hospital in a preceding week hits been in'Ongly diagiioeed, 
the case will be entered in the proper column of the Weekly 
Eetmn as " discharged otherwise," and a fresh entry will be 
made for it in the colimm for admissions. No second entry for 
tliis case, however, will be made in the Admission and Discharge 
Book of the Hospital, but the first and erroneous desigiiation of 
the disease will be crossed out, and the correct one inserted 
above it in red ink. This will prevent two admissions for the 
same illness appearing in the Annual Return. 
se 726. Should anotiier disease supervene on that for which 

■■ a mau was admitted, the original case will be showu in the 
column for " discharged othei-wise," and a fresh admission for 
the new disease will De made both in the Return, and in the 
Admission and Discharge Book of the Hospital. Every such 
instance will be noticed in the remarks on page 4 of the IVeekly 
Return. 

727. Mechcal Officere need not repoi-t specially on the 
state of either froops or barracks imless unumial cdekuess, that is 
hi amount, or importance from its special nature, occurs in the 
former, or the sanitary state of the latter is unsatiefacitoiy. 
Should either of these circtunstances occur, the Medical Offica- 
in charge will report it in writing thi-ougb the Surgeon Major 
in cha^e of the station hoepital, to the Principal Medical Officei- 
of the District, in order that it may be recorded by the foi 
with his remarks on the next Weekly Retm-u, and by the lal 
in his Sanitary Report of the Kstiict. 
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728. Piincipal Medical Officei's abroad will furnish to 
Director General a Retm-n of Sick on W.O. Form 892, ft 
period of four or five weeks (as the case may be) ending oa 
the last Friday of the month. The return will be forwarded 
not later than by the fii-srt mail which leaves the Command after 
the 15th of the month following that to which it refers, except 
in the Bengal, Madias, and Bombay Commands, It being of 
importance that the latest iuibrmatioti respecting the health of 
the troops in every Command should be m the possession of the 
Director General, a fecial letter, explaining the reasons of the 
delay, must be sent whenever this retran is not forwarded at the 
proper time. 
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729. Every Medical OfEcci' iu cliarge of a liospibil on the ^ 
31»t of December, will fitrniBlj an Ammal Return of Sick on 
W.O. Form 298 a, for tlie period from let January to Slst 
December. As the permanent records of the sicfcnese of tlio Army 
"will "be contained in these returns, the responsible Medical Offieers 
should endeavoui' to make them as accurate as possible in every 
particular. The fact of an admissiou for ilhieBS having been 
recorded under a certain disease in a Weekly Keturu, shoiild not 
prevent a necessary correction being made in the Annual Retm-n, 
wherever the Medical Officer has reason to believe that the fii-st 
■ecorded diagnosis was incorrect. 

780. No admission will appear in an Annual Retm-u of ^ 
BvA as " Not yet diaguosed," as sufficient time will always have " 
^psed between the date of admisaioii of a case of illnesa of au 
obccore natiu-e, and the completion of the Annual Retitrn, to 
asoertaiii the disease with exactness, or to class the case as one 
of " No appreciable disease," should observation justify the use 
of this tenn. 

731. The average number of daily sick will be obtained by ^ 
a33big up the number of days each man was under treatment, ° 
and djvifCng the totjil by 365, or 366 for leap-year ; the number 
of days dtuing the cui-rent year on which every patient was 
ttoder treatment ■will of course be included. 

733. The Medical Officer in charge of any hospital which I 
tns^ be closed in consequence of the removal of the troops from ^ 
the station, will transmit, throiigh the Principal Medical Officer ^ 
of the District to the Director General a return, on W.O. Form 
898 a, showing the sickness and mortaUty fi-om let January to 
ttie date on which the hospital was closed. 

^TO3. Iu the Annual Return from pages 1 to 9. the statistics 
of all the sick of the Regular ti-oopa only who have been under 
treotmeut diuing the year \vt11 be included. Under the head 
of "luvahds " only such men will be included as are sent for 
Snvsliing from the troops serving at the station.

736. Medical Officers wQl severally prepare the portions of 
the annual manuscript report which refer to their particular 
duties, and fmnish the same to the Medical Officer in charge of 
the hospital, who will attach them to his annual report on 
prevailing diseases. Any Medical Officer quitting his etation 
after 31et December, will, before lie leaves the station, ham' 
over the report on the special duties entrusted to him. 

737. Where there is only one Medical Officer at a station, 
he -will furnish the Aunual Retm-u of Recruits, W.O. Fonn 1038 ;

'fi-om regiments, ttc, serving at home; (b) all raoii invahded_ 
from tile depots of regimeuta, &c^ which are seiwing abroad r 
and (c) invalids who retimied from Commands abroad, and werff 
discharged the service dm-ing the year, not having served at the' 
draots as effective men after then- return. Non-commissioned 
officere and men, sent home from abroad as invahds, will bo so 
considered until disposed of fa), by retmn to duty as effective 
men (6). by discharge from thesmface, or (c) by death. Invalids 
from abroad, sent on sick fiu'Iough, will on their return bi 
considered as foreign invaHds, until fiuaUy disposed of in one 
othe]' of the methods stated above. 
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SECTION y.-BETUBNS FOB TROOPS AT SEA. 



740. Medical OflScers in charge of troops at sea, on the |^^^lj!^^y 
completion of the voyage, will fumisn a Return on W.O. Form troops at sea 
2946, for the period from the day of embarkation to that preced- 
ing disembarkation. If troops are disembarked at more than 
one place on the same voyage, the dates, and other particulars, 
will be specified in the columns for that pmpose on page 3 of 
the form. A separate Return will be furnished for invalids, when 
embarked in the same ship with effective troops, or time-expued 
men. 

74L Medical Officers in charge of troops on board ship, Cases to b© 
whether time-expired men, or invalids, will be careful to return a^*^8^,JI|| 
as admissions, all cases of sickness occurring amongst the non- 
commissioned officers and men which, if treated on shore, would 
be entered in the Admission and Discharge Book, and in the 
Weekly Return of Sick, &c. The sickness of all men attending 
hospital for more than one day, will thus always be shown in the 
Returns. 

742. Medical Officers who may have charge of troops ^oSd'H M 
embarked on board Her Majesty's ships when they are not ships, 
accompanied by an Officer of the Army Medical Department 
(imder the instructions in General Order 66 of 1877), will, on 
arrival at the port of destination, forward to the Principal 
Medical Officer of the command, the usual Return on W.O. Fonn 
294b, which will be issued, for that purpose, at the poii at which 
the troops embark. 
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743. Each Medical Officer in charge of a hospital, whal 
ever may be its designatiou, will furnish a Weekly Return, 
W-0. Komi 294a, to the Principal Medical Officer, to Gommence 
on the day the troops take the field, and continue to funiish it 
until the opc-rations are terminated, or until the force is .bvoteu 
up, A copy of this Return will invariably be seut, by the Medici 
Officer, du-ect to the Director Genei'al of the Army Met" 
Department, through the most expeditious channel. 

744. The Principal Medical Officer of the ibrce, will pi 
pare a daily state of sick on W.O. Form (J, and transmit ihi 
same regularly to the Mihtary Authorities. 

745. From the date of taking the field, to the end of 
operations, the Principal Medical Officer will fui'msh to the 
rector General, a Monthly Return on W. O.Form8!)i!, for 
whole force. 

746. The Medical Oillcer attached to a coi-ps or detacli» 
ment, will forward to the Principal Medical Oflicer, as eoon as 
possible after an action, a nominal return of Officers, Non-eommia- 
sioned officers and Men, who have received woimds, or injuries 
in battle. In this return the kind of wound received, and its 
degi-ee of severity, will be described as tersely and as accurately 
as possible. 

747. A classified return of wounds and injm-ies of every 
kind received in aotioii, for which men have been admitted ""■* " 
hospital, will be made up on W,0. Form. 15lA, and will he trs 
mitted every week by the Medical Officer in uhai'ge of e 
hospital, to the Principal Medical Officer. Separate forms will be 
used for Officers, and for Non-commisfiionGd officers and Men. 

748. The Principal Medical Officer of an army ia the field, 
will furnish to the Du-ector Genei-al a special Return, exhibiting 
the sickness, casualties in action, invaliding, and other loss 
accruing to the force during its employmeut, from the commence- 
ment, to the termination ot the field sei^vice. In this Return he 
will embody the statistics furnished to bim ou W.O. P orm 15lA.j 
and in the tables on page 2 of the Weekly Return, W. 
Form 294a. 

749. The Principal Medical Officer of an army in the fie 
on the termination of the sei-vice, will furnish a general casuall 
retm-n on W.O. Forai 298.

SECTION VII.-RETURNS FOR TROOPS IN CAMPS OF 

EXERCISE, ETC. 



750. When a body of troops is brought together as a se- Statistical 
parate command, in a Camp of Exercise, for Autumn Manoeuvres, l^t^*^ *<>' 
or other service in time of peace, every Medical Officer in charge c^Sps^f 
of the sick of such troops, at whatever station they may be under Exercise, &c. 
treatment, will include the i ame in his usual Weekly Returns of 

Sick, but he will in addition ftimish to the Principal Medical 
Officer of the force, a Weekly Return showing the sick of such 
troops only, on W.O. Form 294a. The sick of the force will be 
included in the Annual Return of the Hospitals in which they 
may have been treated. 

751. A.t the conclusion of any of the above-mentioned Special 
Services, the Principal Medical Officer will furnish to the Director returns on 
Gteiieral, Special Returns similar to those specified in paragraphs ^p^^£^ ^^ 
t48 and 749 for an army In the field. exorcise, Slc. 
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SECTION I.-COEEESPOHDENCE. 

752. Official letters will contain full information of all par- 
ticulars upon the subject to which tliey relate. Each letter wifl 
refer to one subject only, and will be written, when practicable, 
on foolsGap paper, a half to quarter margin being left on the 
inner side of each page. The paragraphs will be numbered, and 
the enclosures {if any) described in the margin or on a separate 
schedule, half a slieet of paper only being used when the letter 
or other document does not extend over the lirst page. 

753. Signatures to all letters, acconnta, and documents, will. 
be written in a clear, legible character, and the official designa^i 
tion of the person signing will be stated; the station and data 
will also be invariably e^ven. 

754. Principal Medical Officei-s will be responsible for the 
correctness of what is set forth in documents submitted by them. 
It is their duty to endeavour to adjust all matters that come 
within the scope of their authority ; and in transmitting cor- 
respondence to the Director General of the Army Medical De- 
partment they will follow the instructions contained in para- 
graph 39 of these Regulations. 

755. Letters and applications from Medical Officers m-f 
tended for the Director General will be transmitted to 
through their immediate superiors. 

756. All letters and documents intended for the Director! 
General wiU be addressed on the envelope to The Under Secre-' 
tary of State for War, War Office, Pall MaU, London, S.W.,, 
with the words " Army Medical Department" on the left hand 
comer, 

757. In all rephes to communications received, the numb^ 
as well as the date and pnrpoi-t of the letter answered, will b0< 
quoted. 
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Correspondence. Section I. 

CoRRESPOKDBycK — Continued. 

758. Access to oflBcial records wdll only be permitted to Access to 
those who are intrusted Avith the duties of the hospital or office official 
to which they belong ; and these records will not be made ^®^^^- 
pubHc or communicated to individuals unconnected with the 

office or hospital without the knowledge or sanction of the 
Medical Officer in charge. 

759. All apphcations for the employment of Regimental Regimental 
Orderlies, all sanitary suggestions or recommendations involving ^nfto^^uK- 
ontlav, and all communications involving questions of finance, gestions, &c., 
will mvariably be addressed to the local military authorities. ^^ expense 
Copies of such correspondence will be forwarded for the infer- therewith 
mation of the Director General. 

760. Medical Officers will see that a list of all letters, tele- j^jg^^ ^^ 
grams, &c., which may have been necessarily dii^atched by letttrstobe 
them on the pubHc service is carefully kept in their office or in the kept, 
hospital, and will from time to time verify its correctness. The 
amount disbursed under this head will be recovered at the end 

of each quarter from the District Paymaster, on a certificate 
W.O. Form 904, signed by the person who made the payment 
and vouched for as correct by the Medical Officer. 
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761. Medical Officers on sick leave, or who haye been 
placed on temporary half-pay oh the recommendation of a 
Medical Board, will report their staf e of healtl^, in writlhg, to the 
Director General, Anny ]j|Iedical Departinent; ifortrteen days 
before the ^expiration of their leave, or the period for which they 
may have been granted half-pay. ' " ' 

762. In all appKcations for leave of absence. Medical 
Officers will be guided by the instructions laid down in section 
13, of the Queen's Regulations and Orders for the Army, 1873. 

763. Medical Officers proceeding to, or returning from 
Foreign Stations, will report their departure or arrival, as the 
case may be, in accordance with instructions in section 17, para- 
graph 59, and section 13, paragraph 24, of the Queen's Regula- 
tions and Orders for the Armj, 1873. 
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SECTION III.-MEDICAL CEETIFICATES AND MEDICAL 
BOARDS. 



764. In granting Medical certificates to Officers desirons to 
retire from the Service, to exchange to another corps, or to 
obtain eick leave. Medical Officers "will bo guided by the in- 
structions contained in sections 3 and 4 of the Queen's Regula- 
tions and Oi-ders for the Army, 1873. 

765. Meihcal Boards will as a rule consist of three Medical 
Officers, bnt in cases of emergency, two wilt be considered suffi- 
cient. The Senior Medical Officer present will be the Preeddent. 

766. The proceedings of Medical Boards on sick or 
wounded Officers, who are recommended to leave the Command. 
will be made in triplicate and forwarded to the Principal 
Medical Officer, who will transmit one copy to the Officer 
ordering the Board, a second, he will give to the sick Officer, 
with instructions to present it to the Medical Board in London, 
and the third (with a detailed statement of the Officer's case 
from the Medical Officer imder whose care he has been treated), 
he will forward to the Army Medical Department, addressed 
nnder cover, to the Under-Secretary of State for War. 

767. Proceedings of Medical Boards on Officers who may 
be recommended for leave with the Command ■vfhere they are 
serving, are not required to be forwarded to this country. One 
copy only will be fm-nished, which will be forwarded through 
the Principal Medical Officer to tlie Officer ordering the Board. 

768. The Piincipal Medical Officer will keep a Register of 
all Medical Boards held within the Command, on sick Officers or 
invalid soldiers, in which he will enter the Rank, Name, and 
Corps of the Officer or soldier, and the Regimental Number of 
the latter, the date on which the Board assembled, the nature of 
the disabihty and the opinion of the Board, together with any 
other remarks he may think fit. 

769. MecUcal Boards in forming then- opinion on the claims 
of Officers for compensation for wounds received in action, vnl\ 
be guided by the rules laid down in Part II, Sec. VI, of the 
Royal Warrant of the 1st May 1878. (Revised Ai-ray Regu- 
lations, Vol. I.; 

770. Medical Officers in giving certificatee to sick Officers, 
and Medical Boards in their proceedings wDl, invariably state 
whether in thmr opinion tho oisabiKty waa caused " in and by 
the service." 
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SECTION IV.-STATIONERT, PRINTED FORMS, AND BOOKS. 
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771. Principal Medical Officers will obtain supplies of 
stationery and forms by requisition made out on W.O. Forms 
165 and 832. These requisitions will be made annually in ac- 
cordance with the instructions published from time to time in 
the Army Circulars. 



SECTION v.- DISPOSAL OF USELESS BOOKS. 
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772. When books, documents, records, and printed forms 
have unduly accumulated, and it is considered that their further 
retention is undesirable, either in the interests of the pubhc or 
in a professional point of view, steps should be taken for their 
disposal in accordance with the instruction laid down from time 
to time in the Army Circulars. 
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THE TBAININO OP AHBTY MIDWITES. 

General Begnlatlons. 

1. If poesible euch women only as are without fftmily should be 
selected fur inetruetion as Army Midwives, and a prefereuce should be 
given to such as possess a fair elementary education. 

2. Practical instructioii at the patient's bedside, under the personal 
auperintendenceof the MedicalOflicer, should be conveyed as frequently 
as practicable to the women attending the class, to iUiistrate the prin- 
ciples and directions laid down in the lectures. 

3. A certificate of proficiency should be given t^ each woman who 
has regularly attended a full course of lectures, aud has shown by her 
replies at a final examination that she is quite conversant with the sub- 
jects taught. But no woman must be admitted to such final es-imi- 
nation until she has attended at least 20 cases of labour to the satis- 
faction of the Medical Officer, 

4. At convenient hours, and not oftener than three times a week, 
the Medical Officer will hold a class for the instruction of the women 
in the form of lecture and oral examination, illustrated — when practi- 
cable — by models and diagrams. 

5. The length of such theoretical course of instruction should as a 
general rule be limited to three months, including 3G lectures. Should 
a woman after this fail to qualify as laid down in paragraph 3, she 
should be, at the option of the Medical Officer, remitted to a further 
course of study, or otherwise. 

6. An ontiiQe of the course of instruction which midwives should 
undergo is appended. 

At some stations it will probably not be found possible to give full 
instruction in dl the details of this outline, but an attempt should be 
made to approach to it as nearly as possible. 

Outline of InBtrnetlon by ZiOctarae.

Qeneral Frlncllilea of Slok KursinK- 

It being of gieat importance that the women under tiaining sliimld 
have a cleur and conx>ct conception of the general principles of sick 
uureing, a few lectures should Ije devoted to this pui-pose. The instruc- 
tions here appended should lie amplified and illustrated by the Medical 
Officer as occaaions offer. 

1, The Sick Room. — It should be kept ecrapulously dean, but esces- 
sive sweeping, nibbing, and Other movements creating noise and 
raising dust should be avoided. The least possible amount of furniture 
and hanguigs should be retained in the room, as tending to dimimsh 
cubic space, impair ventilation, and attract dust, infectious emanations, 
&c. Means should be taken lo secure a free ventilation, and as mudi 
snulight as possible, without actually exposing the patient to draughts 
or to glaring light directly on tlie face. Care should bo taken to regu- 
late the amount of Are in the room, so that the temperature should 
remain at about 60°. It is useful to have a thermometer in the room, 
hung away from the fire and near the patient, to show tliis. It should 
also be remembered that gas-burning and other artificial lighting tend 
to vitiate the air, and heat the room, and they ore to be em^oyed 
only sparingly. In most conditions of weather, in most rooms, it will 
be possible and proper to open the windows freely from the top for a 
reasonable time, or times, eveiy day. Patients are not more likely to 
catch cold when properly covered up iu bed, than when moving about 
dressed. A genei'al cheeifulnes.'i of arrangement, oi- even omamentatiou 
when practicable, should not be neglected in a sick room, and the 
general feeling in the room should be one of order, quietness, and repose. 
The fumigation and disinfection of a sick room should only be carried I 
out under the direction of the Medical Officer, but the immediate ] 
removal of all discharges from the sick, and the thorough purification of I 
the vessels befoie leplacing them Bhmdd never be neglected. The ( 
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same rules apply to all dislies which have been used for food anddriukB. 
If possible cooking should not be carried on in a sick room, although 
drinks or other articles may be warmed or kept warm, when it is other- 
wise necessary to have a fire. Aci«sb to a sufBcient supply of hot and 
cold water is very desirable. 

3. The cure of tlie Pcdimt. — There are very few cases indeed in which 
it is not possible and indeed imperative to sponge daily with tepid water, 
at least, the hands and face of the sick person. At longer intervals 
there is seldom objection, and nearly always much advantage from thia 
refreshiug process lieing extended to the other parts of the body, care 
being taken not to wet the bedding. In feverish cases or where the 
patient craves it, the lips may be safely moistened at short intervals 
with cold water, or very dilute vinegar and water, and a cloth or lowel 
wrung out ot the same may be passed over the face or laid on the fore- 
head with refreshing effect. The bed and bedding should be scrupu- 
lously clean, and changed as often as necessary, spread evenly, and so 
as to be neither loo hard nor too soft, and to be without crease. The 
head and shoulders are better somewhat raised by nn elastic feather 
pillow, especially during the day. 

Examination should be frequently made as to the warmth of the 
estremities, the soiling of the bedclothes, the appearances of the skin 
as to eruption, abrasion, or threatened bedsore. The feelings and 
cravings of the patient are generally well worthy of attention, and 
probably of gratification. The movement of a hand or an eye should 
suffice often aa a sign to a watcliful attendant to spare the fatigue of 
speech. The temperature of the patient is often of moment to register, 
and the small thermometer made for the purpose placed in the armpit 
or under the tongue becomes soon easy to use, and gives valuable in- 
formation to the Medical Officer at his next visit. The preparation and 
administration of different kinds of food and drinks can only be learned 
practically ; but points to be remembered are, simplicity of preparation, 
attention to the Medical Officer's directions, and to the patient's cravings, 
care that they are neither too hot nor too cold, not too frequently forced 
down, not too long delayed, and not neglected at night, and especially 
towards early morning. The administration of medicines by measure- 
ment and otherwise, the application of blisters, plasters, ointments, 
washes, and the like, the preparation and uses of poultices, injections, 
fomentations, baths, &c., must all be carefully studied, and the Medical 
Officer's dii-ections as to them on all points faithfully observed. On no 
account must the nurse take upon herself to administer stimulants to 
parturient women or others without instructions, nor interpose with 
fanciful remedies in any case. 

The sick nurse should be simply dressed, so that she may move about 
without noise or disturbance of ftn-niture. She should be cheerful with- 
out being talkative, gentle and hopeful in demeanour and never harsh 
or abrupt even in gesture. She must not introduce frequent visitors or 
gossips to tiie sick room, nor should she frequently leave it for any 
unnecessary purpose. She should have her pencil and bit of paper to 
jot down directions from the Medical Officer, and minute information ao 
to symptoms, progress, ifec., for him. She should study to know when 
it is absolntely necessary to call in the Medical Officer, and arrange 
befoi'ehaTid as to some moans of conveniently getting access to him.

DESCSIPTION OF UAJOB OKEASB'S FIELD HOSPITAl. 

This filter has been deeigBed specially to meet tho requirements of 
movable field hospitals — viz., to be compact, little liable to injury, 
capable of filtering a considerable supply of water, and of being 
readily u»ed under the vaiying circumstances in ivliich field hospitais 
may be placed, while the filter itself can be taken to piei:ea by any 
ordinary ivorkinan, cleansed, or re-fiUed with charcoal, and be again 
ready for use. 

Tbia filter consists of a cylinder of galvaaized iron OJ incbes wide 
and ll-i- inches deep, with a bed of animal charcoal from 8 lo 8J inches 
in deptn, through which the water is passed. The accompanying figure 
shows the details of the interior structure in section (half sizf) when 
ready for use j the water then passes through the nozzle A into the 
Bpace above the plate D, then through that and the charcoal which lies 
lietween it and the plate E, and through the holes in the latter into the 
chamber below, from which it is run off. through the nozzle B, into a 
eeparate vessel placed for its reception. 

When not in use, the nozzles A and B should be unscrewed, and 
with the elastic tube kept in the small box provided for them, and corks 
should be put into the sockets for the nozzles, to exclude dirt. To take 
the filter to pieces, the screws c and feet d must be unscrewed with the 
key, the co\-er cau then be lifted off; the handle G is then to be un- 
screwed, and the plate D lifted off, the charcoalahove the spindle guide 
C is to be taken out, and then the guide itself, after whien the whole 
of the charcoal as far as the plate E can be removed, then the plate 
E itself may be taken out, and the space below cleaned. 

To refill the filter, the reverse process is followed ; the plate E, 
having the holes in it cleareJ of any dirt or oxide they may contain, 
is to be replaced over the spindle F, and the edges made to rest on the 
flanges at the sides ; the guide C is then to be placed over the top of 
tiie-spindle, and retained there to prevent its beinp moved to one side 
while the charcoal is being rammed in j the charcoal is then to be filled 
in, in small quantities at a time, and rammed down moderately round 
the spindle with a piece of wood. When the requisite quantity has 
been put in, the guide will be fixed in the portion shown in the figure, 
and the space above filled \vith charcoal, after which the plate D will 
be put on and secured down by the handle G. The cover is then to te

replaced and screwed down, and the feet d d d placed in their proper 
positions, equidistant from each other. When required for use, the 
nozdes A and B are to be screwed tightly into their respective sockets, 
and care must be taken that the leather washers on them are present 
and in good order, as if not, and air can get through between the nozzle 
and the socket, the filter will not act. 

When the filter is intended to act descensionally^ as in figure 1, the 
elastic tube must be fixed on nozzle A ; the metal plug H in the cover 
is then to be removed with the square end of the key, and water poured 
in from above imtil it commences to nm out from nozzle B ; the latter 
is then to be closed by a plug, or merely by placing the finger against 
it, while water continues to be poured in above until the filter be full, 
and air have ceased to come up. The elastic tube is now to be lowered 
sufficiently to allow water from the filter to expel all air and fill it com- 
pletely, when the sides of the free end are to be compressed firmly 
between the finger and thumb, while the chamber imder the cover is 
completely filled with water, and the plug screwed in. The free end of 
the elastic tube is then plunged into the water in a vessel at a higher 
level, as in figure 1, and on removing the pressure from it, and the 
obstruction from nozzle B, the filtered water will flow from it in a good 
stream. As the water is supplied to the filter on the principle of the 
siphon, care must be taken that the air is completely removed from the 
apparatus before commencing, and that none can penetrate at any of 
the joints. 

When the filter is required to act ascemionally^ as in figures 2 and 
3, the elastic tube must be attached to nozzle B instead of A. The 
metal plug is then to be removed from the cover, and the filter filled 
with water, and all the air expelled from both the filter and elastic tube, 
as in the previous case, and the free end of the latter compressed 
between the finger and thumb, while nozzle A is closed by a plug or 
otherwise. The metal plug is then to be screwed in, and the filter 
placed in the vessel containing the water to be filtered, but with the 
bottom upwards, and the elastic tube hanging down ; on removing the 
obstruction from nozzle A, and the pressure from the elastic tube, the 
stream of filtered water will commence to flow. 

The filter may also be used descensionaUy^ as in figure 4, by removing 
the plug from the cover, and pouring water from a jug or other vessel 
into the upper chamber, a method which might be useful, if from any 
cause the elastic tubing was lost or unserviceable.

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The accompanying plans give the intenor arrangements of this 
wjigou in sufficient detail to enable anyone, with a few words of expla- 
nation, to place the different articles enmnerated in the subjoined lists 
in the places assigned for them ; or to permit a person who has seen 
the wagon for the first •time to lay his hand on any of these, after 
ascertaining from the list where it is to be found. 

The different compartments in the wagon are indicated by the letlers 
A to H. By the horizontal section it will be seen that two open on the 
n<»ar side, the foremost of which is marked A, the next one B. That

marked D opens to t!ie rear, and by the longitudinal sectiou another 
marked ia shown over it ; the two oponiny on the off side ai« marked 
respectively K and F; atid the longitudinal section ahowa another 
marked G, over A, B, E, and F, but opening' from the front over the 
driver's seat; finally, the compartment imder the di-iving seat is 
lettered IF. 

The various subdivisioua in these compartments are numbered, com- 
mencing with tlie uppermost, and proceeding from left to right when 
there are more than one on the same level. Thus Compartment A con- 
tains four drawers for liandages {«« transverse section MN), which 
are numbered 1 to 4 froni above downwarda. 

Compartments B and C have no subdivision. Compartments D con- 
tains seven slides numbered 1 to 7, of which further details will be 
given below. Compartment E has four subdivisions, as shown in the 
longitudinal section; No. 1 bemg for waterproof cloth and other bulky 
articles, No. 2 being a small locker for 18 bottles of brandy ; No. 3 for 
cooking utensils ; and No. 4 for essence of meat and other medical com- 
forts. Compartment F (see transverse section MN) has five subdivisions, 
of these Nos. 1 and 2 are drawers for surgical instrmuents, and Nos, 3, 
4, and 5 below are for portions of medical comforts. Compartment Q 
receives the operating table, and the long apUnts for fractures of the 
thigh, which caimot be placed elsewhere. Compartment H has two 
numbered subdivisions ; No. 1 for a can of mineral oil, and No. 2 for 
the operating lamp, while the remainder of the space receives the cover 
for the dispensing place at the rear, and the horse blankets, brashes, 
&c., required by the driver. 

The door of Compartment D is lunged below, and when opened falls 
back into the horizontal position, and fonus a table for the dispenser to 
work at. The slides Nos. 1 to 7 in this compartment di-aw out over this 
table.

work at. In the slides, as elsewhere, every subdivision is imnibered, 
commencing at the left of the upper row as it faces the compoimder, 
and embracing those below in succession. In slides 3 and i the 
enumeration commences with the subdivisions in the ends, but in 5, as 
it commences from the other end, the outer subdivision is the highest 
number. An elevation of each slide, with the numbers of each aub- 
division, will be found under D in the list of the contents of the separate 
compartments.

The tank below, iu front of the hind axle, ia similar to that attached 
to the ambuianc* wagon. To fill it, screw the leather ftumel to the end 
of tlie long tube and attach the funnel to the hook at the right side of 
the wagon. Open the large stopcock at the lower part of the ttHik,alao 
the small one above to allow the air to escape, thea pour water into the 
funnel until the tAnk be filled. When full, close the lower stopcock, and 
then the small one above, unscrew the funnel fmui the tube, and 1181)5 
it to the proper hook below the bed of the wagon. To obtain water 
from the tank it is only necessary to open the large stopcock, placing a 
vessel below the end of the tube to receive it. tiltould it not flow 
freely, the small stopcock above may be opened. 

Note on Fraclmv Ajgtanaia. 

Aa the preparation of tho necessary apparatus for securing fractures 
occupies considerable time, even when the materials are at hand, it 
was thoiigbt advisable to arrange a number of these containing every- 
thing required to put up fractures iu the first instance, at least, so as to 
save valuable time dm-ing the hm-ry aud bustle of an action, or of 
receiving lai'ge numbers of wounded immediately after one. Such com- 
binations necessarily limit the selection of the surgeon as to the means 
he is to employ, but the increased importance of having ready to his 
hand, when bo much pressed, a set of apparatus that will fulfil his 
object satisfactorily, must be taken aa adequate compensation for tbw 
not being in every instance in all respects as he might have wished it 
to be, and when the pressure la removed, it will always be in his power 
to substitute something else that may be more suitable to the particular 
case. 

Aa the most generally useful kind of epluit is the Oi'dinary scored 
and lined wood splint, this was selected for the purpose, but pads are 
required for these, and the means of securing the whole to the limb. 
Tow, undoubtedly, forms the best pad for splints iu most cases, but it 
occupies much time to prepare, and with discharging wound« would 
become very soon so soiled as to require to be completely changed. 
An eSort was made to have waterproof cases stuffed with tow, so as 
to avoid the latter difficulty, but the constant applications of such 
material to the skin was found to create so much irritation that it had 
to be abandoned. Thin mats of cocoanut fibre, or coir, were then 
tried, with the wove part next the splint, and the free ends of the 
fibres towards the Mmb, these were found to possess a sufGcionfc 
degree of elasticity to afford the requisite support to a fracture, while 
the openness of the texture favoured the coolness of the pai-t, and a 
double fold of linen between the coir and the skin was found to protect 
the latter sufficiently from the roughncBs of tlie coir fibre. The coir 
mats, too, could be washed and disinfected -with any of the customary 
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Debchiptiim of Phabitact Wabok — continued. 

BoIutiuoB for that purpose, and wore still suitable for the ti'eatiiieat of 
euch injuries. 

The selection of apparatus waa based on these details : a set for the 
arm, fore-arm, or leg iucliidGs two scored wood spUuta, two coir pads 
(those for the leg with lioks made in them for the malleoli), two pieces 
of linen folded to cover the face of the pads, and four pieces of tape, 
eacli sufficiently long, when doubled, to go over the splints when 
applied to the limb, and aUow of one end being passed through the loop 
and tied to the other. Any fracture of the arm or leg can be completely 
secured by tapes, and in this way each tape caa be tightened or 
loosened as desired, without touching the others or distm'biug the limb, 
and the position of the ends of the bone can be ascertained rMidily from 
day to day without uniloing the splints. For the thigh, in addition to 
the above articles, a long splint, a perineal bandage, a piece of linen 
4 feet long, 4 inches broad, with the ends for 1^ feet spread with 
adhesive plaster, to be applied to the leg fur extension, and a piece of 
linen sheeting of IJ yards by 1 yard, are provided. After applying the 
short splints to the limb, if desired, and the plaster bandage to the leg 
for estraiKon, the long splmt is to be laid over the edge of the short 
side of the large piece of linen, and is to be rolled up in tbis, leaving 
enough free to pass under and round the thigh, and to adnait of the free 
edge being secured to the upper side of the splint by pins or stitches. 
By this method the limb can be supported equally well as by the nsual 
plan of bandaging over the splint from the foot upwards, while the 
saving of time in the (irat instance, and the ease with which the 
sheeting c-au bs removed, if desired, have much to recommend it where 
there are many serious woimds to attend to, 

In compartment G are two long splints with foot-pieces ; these have 
the other portions of the a,pparatus for fractured thigh, eunmeratecl 
above, tied up with them. 

Should it be desii-ed to treat a fractm*e with an internipted splint, 
there are sis galvanised iron brackets provided, each with the requisite 
number of screws tied to it ; a long splint may be cut iu such a. position 
as may be suitable for the particdar case, and one of these brackets 
applied to keep the ends separate over the wound. 

There are several other varieties of splints which are in ordinai-y 
nsB, and which require no special notice. Thi'ee of Dr. M'Nalty'a, 
however, for severe injuiiea of the leg, will, no doubt, prove very usefnl 
in appropriate cases. 

As it may be found convenient to employ extension, with a weight 
regulated to the case, sis single pulleys with short pieces of Une ai-e 
provided. With one of these pulleys tied to a post at the foot of the 
patient^a bed, and the line passed tlu-ongh it, the surgeon may exert the 
degree of traction he desires by fastening one end to the limb, and by 
attaching a bag of earth or sand to tlie other end, varymg the quimtity 
to suit his requirements.

IN8TBPOT10NS TO COMDIANDINa, MEDIOAL, AWD OTHEB 
OFPICEBS OF THE ABBTY, FOK THEIB OUrDAIiaF AT A 
TIME WHEN THESE IS KEASON TO AMTIOrPATE AN OHT- 
BRBAX OF CHOLBBA, OR WHEN IT IS AOTOALLY PEEVA- 
LENT AMONG THE TROOPS. 



Offieei'B whose duty it ia to see to tlie healtii aud ciiiiifiirt of tlie 
tlix>pB are especially required to exercise the utmost vigilance at a timo 
when Cholera is prevalent, or wheu there ia i-eason to believe au out- 
break may be expected. 



I. ~ MoaBUieB to be adopted ia antlolpatlQU of a threatened InvaHlon of 
Epidemic Cholera in military Stationa. 

1. Medical officers will miike themselves rt^:quaintod with every 
(irrangement of their corps, acd the coriditiou of evei-y locality lu and 
altout the barracks, in order that they may be iu a position to suggest, 
for the cojiaideration of their Commandmg Offiwrs, not only improve- 
ments in ordinary matters, bnt arrangements of a more temporary 
character, applicable to an exceptional ijeriod. 

2. Nuisances will be removed and cleausing enforced outside bar- 
racks, aud with this view local boards or persona entrusted with powers 
vj remove niiisaucea will be called upon to put their powera in force. 

3. As much space as is practicable will be affoi'ded to each iudi- 
vidual iu barracks s on this account any existing misappropriations will 
be restored to their proper use. 

ShoiUd any alteration be made iu the appropriation of rooms in 
barracks or hospitals that has been sanctioned by the Secretary of 
State for War, the barrack master or Purveyor will report the altera- 
tion to the Secretaiy of State without delay. 

4. Careful attention will be paid tothe venlilation of all the barrack 
buildings by enforcing the full use of the means of ventilation, in 
keeping open all apertures intended specially for ventilating purposes, 
aud by calling the attention of the authorities to any structural defects. 

5. The insti-uctions laid down iu the Queen's Regulations regarding 
the cleansing and supervision of baiTack rooms will be carefully 
observed. The floors of the rooms will not be washed in wet weather. 
The regular airing of bedding and its exposure out of doors In fine 
weather ^vill be attended to ; and if Epidemic Cholera appears in the 
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country it will be desirable to cleanse and limewash ceilings and walls 
of all barracks, hospitals, quarters, and stables. Walls of barracks, 
&c. that have been recently limewashed will not be limewashed again 
without the previous sanction of the Secretary of State for War ; nor, 
will walls be limewashed by civil labour without similar authority. 

6. AH sewers, latrines, urinals, and ashpits will be inspected fre- 
quently, and their cleanliness ensured by an eflScient system of frequent 
flushing and cleansing ; any accumulation in such places will be scru- 
pulously removed, as it must be borne in mind that during the prevalence 
of an epidemic it is injudicious to distwb old accumulations. A free use 
of lime is enjoined. 

All drains and sewers connected with barracks or hospitals, not 
otherwise flushed, will be flushed daily by hose, if there are waterworks, 
or by pails or tubs of water earned by hand if there is no such source of 
supply. The volume of water used may vary from five gallons to fifty 
gallons, according to the cross sectional dimensions, length and gradient 
of the drain or sewer to be flushed. The water should be poured in 
suddenly, so as to cause a scour. 

Sewers and drains with open outlet ends should have the outlets 
protected by a flap or valve, to prevent sewer air being blown into the 
buildings. 

7. Every source of water supply will be investigated, and the pos- 
sibility of contamination, by percolation from sewage or from surface 
impurities, looked to ; an examination will be made of the water, ond 
any such impurity detected in it will at once preclude its use for 
drinking or cooking purposes. 

8. Attention will be directed to the soldiers' rations, and care taken 
that they never fall below the standard quality ; the men will be en- 
joined to be careful as to what they eat ; and the purchase of any 
articles deemed indigestible or deleterious to health will be discouraged 
as much as possible. 

9. As much variety as possible will be afforded in the cooking of 
the rations. 

10. The canteen will be frequently visited, and its supjdies carefully 
examined. 

11. It will be unnecessary for medical ofiScers to recommend any 
change in the ordinary duties of the men, as long as they are not exces- 
sive. They will, however, suggest the advisability of reducing the 
night duties to the minimum that the necessities of the station will 
perndt, and point out to the Commanding OflBcer that any duty sub- 
jecting the men to wet clothes or wet feet should be avoided when 
possible. When exposure is unavoidable, the men should be directed to 
change the wet articles of clothing as speedily as possible. 

12. Medical oflScers will make frequent inquiry as to the existence 
of diarrhoea amongst the men ; and in the event of affections of the 
bowels being prevalent will enjoin an immediate application to hospital 
for medicine, not necessarily with the view of the men being detained 
in hospital.

will lie iiii mediately repoiUjJ tii the birector-Genora] by tile priucipal 
or fienkir medical ofBcei*, wittiout waiting Tor ita appearauce bemg 
officially announced by the lucal board of healtb. 

14. A daily report, us accurate as ran be obtained, of the progress 
nt Cliolera amongst the civil population of places wliero troops are 
stationed wiL also be i«quireo from the principal or Senior Medical 
Officer. 

15. The men will bo prohibited going into Infected districts, and 
pickets will be placed to prevent them. Under exceptional circum- 
stauceo it may be advisable to confine the troops to barraoks, and pro- 
hibit any but the most necessary intercourse with persons outside. 

16- Where there is reason to apprehend that the health of families 
living out of barratiks would be endangered, nuch families may be 
brought intii barracks, if it be [lossiblo to do so without overcrowding. 
If the season permit they will be encamped, or, if there be danger of 
overcrowding, houses in healthy positions will be hired. Families fjf 
men inaiTied without leave will not be brought into barrackg without 
special sanction. When the senior Medical Officer thinks it necessary 
to bring such families inl« bairacks he will apply to the OfScer Com- 
manding, who will forward his report, with that of the Ban-ack-masler 
to the Geiieral Officer Commanding, by whom it will be transmitted 
with the opijiion of the Principal Medical Officer and District Barrack- 
master, and hia own I'ecoromendation, for the consideration of H. R. II, 
the Field-Marshal Conun an ding-in -Chief, and the Seci-etaty of State 
for War. In case of emergency the General Officer Commanding may 
order such married people at once into barracks and apply for covering 
instead of previous authority ; but uo expense is to fall on the public 
without previous authority. 

17. Good fires will be provided in the barrack rooms to increase 
ventilation and to diffuse cheerfulness, which last should bo promoted 
in every vay. 

The intermediate allowance of fuel will be issued dm-ing the Sum- 
mer mouths, and the Winter allowance during the inteiiuodiate months, 
on the weekly certificate of the Principal Medical Oflicer and Officer 
(Jommanding, that from the prevalenco of Cholera among the troops at 
the station or in its vicinity such increased allowance is necessary. 

18. In old and defective barrack or hospital buildings, where thejv 
is reasou to suspect that injurious cmanfttions proceed from the sewers 
at a time when cholera has appeared in the vicinity and where sinks, 
waste-water pipes from tanks, or watercloaeta, commnmcate direct with 
such sewers or drains, application will he made to the proper authority 
to have the drun connexion broken externally, so that the drain or 
eewer may have full means for ventilation into the open air, at a safe 
distance from and t-o leeward of the buildings. 

18. Disinfectants, such as chloride of lime, preparations of carbolic 
add, perchloride of iron, or other approved preparations, will be used 
twice eich day in latrines, urinals, sewers, ash-olns, and other similar 
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placea, on certificate of Decessitj by the Principal Medical Officer. 
non-commisBioned officer with a fatigne party will be instructed in tl 
performance of this duty, which will be rigorously carried out, audi 
either the Quartermaster or Orderly Officer will be responsible for itsl 
execution. Disinfectants will be issued fmm tbe Barrack departments 
on the spot, on the Principal Medical Officer's certificate. T 

When time permits, the Barrack- master will apply in the usn^ 
maimer for previous authority before incurring expense for disinfectants; 
but in case of emergency, he will obtain such a supply as may be ne- 
cessaiy for immediate use, and apply for covering authority, and for 
euch further supplies as may be required. 

It is to be observed, however, that if barracks are kept in proper 
sanitary condition, they are the last places in which special disinfectants 
are i-equij-ed, and diHufectanta must never be used as substitutes for > 
cleanliness in barracks. The lavish purchase of disinfectants on thaJ 
ground that isolated cases of Cholera have appeared in the Conntryfl 
will not be sanctioned. ■ 

The best means of applying the disinfectants are explained at pageal 
and 10. 

20. Married men (if out of mess) will each be provided with i 
ration the same ae the single men. 

21. The men will be cautioned against intemperance, and everyj 
means adopted to repress Itj with which view, night passes wUl mI 
prohibited. 

22. Tea or coffee will be issued to the men before going on morning ■ 
or night dutjes, on a weekly certificate by the Prindpal Medical Officerfl 
that the issue would be beneficial to health ; and every man will bavdl 
his breakfast, if possible, before leaving his barrack room for paraded ■ 
or other duties. I 

23. On the occurrence of a case of Cholera among the troops, &I 
report will bo forwarded by the Senior Medical Officer to the DircctoriB 
General, and continued daily until further orders. 

24. Questions of importance not admitting of delay may bdl 
telegraphed to the Director-General by the Principal Medical Officer. I 

25. On any ajpearance of Cholera in a corps, the troops will bel 
camped out when practicable, provided the season of the year willf 
jiermit of it ; good ground being selected beforehand, and arrangementa I 
made by the Quartermaster General's department. f 

26. Health inspections will be made at morning and evening parades) i 
and a daily mspf;rtion of every individual attached ta the regiment, but I 
the avoidance of all unnecessary alarm cannot be too strongly enjoinedi J 

27. Each soldier will be provided with two cholera belts as part of J 
his necessaries. Flannel shirts ought also to be woni. , I 

28. It is very desirable, during the prevalence of Cholera, to boil J 
all drinking water, and to filter it through charcoal when a filter is 
available. 

29- The minds of the men will as much as possible be occupied and 
amused. Every gome or employment tending to recreation, or to induce 
healthy exercise, should be promoted, Occasional marches for short J 
distances into the country, without anus, may be advisable. f 

30. Diarrhcea will be most carefolly attended to during the pre- 1 
valence of Cholera, and non-commissioned officers will be instrticted to J 
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order all men to hospital whom they may detect siitfering from loose- 
ness of the bowels. Sentries will be placed in the vicinity of latrines, 
and men foond going twice in quick auMession to the rear will be sent 
to hospital immediately. For the better detection of this usually 
painless aSeution, tickets will be provided for the men, and every time 
a mwi goes to the rear he will hand one of them to the sentty ; but a 
man not having bis ticket will be allowed to pass, and his name will be 
reported to the orderly serjeant, A room for observation in hospital 
will be provided for such men, and their motions treated as in the case 
of Cholera patients. Medicine will be kept prepared for issue to such 
cases, day and night, and, to avoid delay, a supply will be placed in 
the hands of non-commiBsioned officei-s iu biirrock.s to bo administered 
to men while preparing to go to hospital. 

31. The place whence a patient is takeu from barracks will be 
thoroughly washed, and, if deemed necessary, fumigation will be made 
by chlorine or nitrous add gas, in accordance with instructions at page 
Ul. When suspicious cases, or cases of Cholera, are removed to 
bospital, their barrack bedding' will be takeu with them for use in 
Itospital J each such case being reported to the Barrack-master in order 
that the bedding may be propt'riy changed. 

32. It it be found that any preponderance of cases of Cholera or 
diarrhoea occurs in any building or room, the medical officers will care- 
fully examine the locality, with a view to detecting and remeilying if 
practicable any insanitary condition. The building or room wilTl>o 
vacated, and fumigated with chlorine, uitrous, or sulphurous ni'id gaa. 
(See instruction at pages 111.) The walls, ceilings, and floors 
will be scraped and cleansed, and the two former limewashed before 
re-occupation. 

The fumigation of rooms on account of Cholera will be specially 
conducted under a medical officer with the assistance of the barrack 
department. 

33. ^^Ticn cases occur in camp, tho ground will, if possible, be 
changed, as so successfully practised in India, but whei-e tnis may be 
impracticable, as will usually be the case lit home, the tents should be 
struck, and the ground cleansed and aii'ed before re-pitching them. 

34. If the troops are not camped out, tlie regimental hospital will 
be appropriated tu the treatment of Cholera, and the oi-dinary cases of 
sickness accommodated in barracks, in rooms set apart and equipped for 
the purpose ; or where this cannot be done, in a hired house. An ap- 
plication for carrying out the latter arrangement will be previously sub- 
mitted to the Birector-General. Should the troops be encamped, all 
the sick will be treated in tents, the tents for Cholera patients being 
placed in an isolated position. 

35. Medical officers will %-isit their hospitals frequently. They will 
be required to be always available for any sudden call on their services, 
and wnen Cholera prevails in the corps, they will not leave the barracks, 
except under imperative necessity. 

36. Cases among the wives and children of eoldJerswill be ti'eated 
in the female hospital, where such institutions exist, provided the 
regiment is not camped out, la stations where there is no female 
hospital, application will be made to the proper authorities for a i-oom to 
be provided for the accommodation of such eases. 

(42S)) r 
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37. The women will be warned that if they or their children are 
attacked with diarrhoea they must at once go to hospital. 

38. The patients' barrack bedding will be used in hospital. The 
purveyor will provide palliasses and pillows with straw in the event of 
a change being requisite. All the hair matti'esses and pillows will be 
removed from the hospital, to equip the rooms set apart for the treat- 
ment of the ordinary cases of sickness when Cholera attacks the troops. 

39. When the barrack bedding is no longer required for use, the 
straw will be burnt, and the bedding disinfected before being removed 
from the hospital enclosure, and treated in accordance with paragraph 
655, page 110, Medical Regulations (boiling water being used). The 
foregoing is applicable to hospital sheets, blankets, clothing, and other 
such articles of hospital equipment as may be used. But such portions 
of the soldier's kit as cannot be so treated will be exposed to the air 
and sun, fumigated, and beaten. 

40. The stools and vomit will be passed into vessels and deodorized, 
at once removed, and carefully buried deep at a distance from any 
source of water supply, or thrown into a latrine set apart for the 
purpose, which should not for the time being be used for any other 
purpose. Care will be taken that no other latrine or watercloset is so 
used. 

41. The attendants upon Cholera patients will not be taken from 
this special work to attend on other cases of disease so long as Cholera 
may exist in the barracks or hospital. They will be enjoined to wash 
their hands well whenever they have been in contact with the discharges 
of the sick. 

42. Corpses will be removed to the dead-house without delay, and 
buried as soon as possible, but never conveyed to the graveyard on 
men's shoulders. 

43. Post-mortem examinations will be performed in such cases and 
under such modifications as may be necessary. 



Ill* — ^Dislnfeotants recommended for use in Barracks. 

Quick Lime. 
Carbolic Acid. 
Chloride of Lime, 
Common Commercial Perchloride of Iron, 

Quick Lime, fresh burnt, to be used either in powder, or mixed with 
water in the proportion of about twelve times its bulk. 

Carbolic Acid, in the proportion of 1 gallon of acid to 50 gallons of 
water, or to 100 gallons of water. 

Chloride of Lime, mixed with water in the proportion of about a 
pound to the gallon. Or of the solution ordinarily sold, from a pint and 
a half 10 two pints, in a gallon of water. 

The oommon commercial liquid Perchloride of Iron, in dilution, with 
water, in the proportion of one part to 10. 

It is considered that any of the foregoing are well adapted for the 
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above purpose ; many other disinfectants are also valuable, but the 
expense of most of them would preclude their use on a larp^ scale. 

Solutions of Carbolic Acid or Perchloride of Iron are only to bo used 
for sewers, latrines, and urinals after these have been flushed with water. 

It is considered that about 100 gallons of a solution of Carbolic 
Acid, of the strength given above, would be suflicient for disinfecting 
purposes in a barrack containing one or two regiments, for a day. 

From half to one gallon of the solution of the liquid Perchloride of 
Iron, of the strength proposed, would be sufficient for a latrine. 
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SANITABT BEPOBT. 

In the preparation of annual or special Sanitary Reports Medical 
Officers will be guided by the following outline of subjects : — 

The geological formation. 

The physical geography and medical topography of the surrounding 
country. 

Its features, mountains, valleys, rivers, lakes, marshes, vegetation, 
natural history, the diseases, particularly those of the preventable class, 
prevalent amongst its population. 

Also its vegetable and animal products, their nature and amount, 
and their adaptation for furnishing supplies for troops ; the sources, 
quality, and quantity of the water supply, and whether it is wholesome, 
and what means of purification are in use, if such be necessary. 

At all stations he should describe the buildings in use for barracks 
or hospitals, guard-rooms, and cells, as regards their position, exposure, 
elevation above the sea level, or above neighbouring low ground, or 
lake, or river banks; their distance from sea, lakes, or rivers; the 
number of men they are capable of containing according to regulation, 
and the numbers in them ; their structure, drainage, means, and suffi- 
ciency of ventilation ; materials of which they are built ; the number, 
length, breadth, and height of rooms and wards; the numbers and 
position of windows and doors ; the average monthly cubic space each 
man has had in barracks, guard-rooms, cells, and hospitals ; state of 
cleanliness within and without the buildings ; and whether the walls 
are sufficiently limewashed. 

Means of lighting and warming ; nature and amount of fuel. 
Baths and lavatories, their condition, and if sufficient for cleanliness 
for troops and sick ; whether there are bathing parades, and how often 
a week. 

Kitchen and cooking utensils for barracks and hospitals, whether 
sufficient for a variety of cooking. 

The amount and sufficiency of barrack accommodation for married 
soldiers, and the state of their quarters. 

The sanitary state of latrines and urinals, whether they are flushed 
or emptied by band, and at what interval of time, also of water-closets, 
ashpits, stables, &c. 

The nature and composition of rations, whether sufficient and suffi- 
ciently varied, and what facilities are afforded by the station for 
varying them ; what fresh or preserved vegetables are used, and their 
average daily amount; whether the ration includes tea, coffee, or 
cocoa. 
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Sanitaby Eefobt — continued. 

The nature and qualities of fruits and vegetables obtainable and in 
use, and their effects on health. 

Whether rations and diets are properly cooked by roasting, boiling, 
baking, &c. 

The quality of bread or of biscuit, and the amount of either in the 
rations. 

The spirits, beer, or other liquors used by the' troops, their quality 
and effect on health ; 

Similar information as to hospital diets, and a statement of any 
changes made in them on account of the character or kind of supplies 
available. 

Whether the clothing of the troops is sufficient and adapted for the 
dimate, and if not, to state what improvements might be made. 

The nature of the bedding and whether sufficient. 

The nature and amount of duty or labour performed by troops, and 
their influence on health ; drills how often, and at what hours they take 
place ; length of marches and at what hours. 

The proportion of nights in bed to those on duty. 

Gymnastics, amusements, and recreations in use, and if conducive to 
health. 

State of canteens, size and state of ventilation of rooms, and quality 
of provisions and liquors sold in them ; whsther the canteens are under 
proper regulations; whether disease is traceable to articles sold in 
them. 

Amount of intemperance and of crime and disease directly or in- 
directly traceable to its effects, also the means in use for repressing 
intemperance. 

State of vaccination in the corps and the extent to which it is a 
preservative against small-pox ; whether re- vaccination has been carried 
out, and the results.

logical observations have been taken, their relation, if any be traced, 
to prevailing or epidemic disease should be stated. 

The medical officer shoold endeavoor to form an estimate of the 
relative value of each class of causes which have predisposed the troops 
to these diseases. He should give a minute account of them, together 
with a statement of what precautionary measures he recommended, 
either verbally or in writing, to his Commanding Officer^ and the resiHt 
of his recommendation. 

If any diseases have become epidemic or previdled in the district, he 
should examine carefully into the history of the disease, and its pre- 
disposing causes, and report on these as well as the steps he recom^ 
mended to protect the troops from an invasion of the diseasoi with the 
results. 

He should state to what extent new arrivals at the station have 
suffered from disease ; also the {M-oportion of acclimatized troops who 
have been affected, and whether the proportion of attacks and deaths 
have been greater in young soldiers or in those of more mature age. 

If cholera has prevailed he should state the measures adopted by him 
for discovering and treating the disease in its premonitory stages, and 
the results. 

If any such diseases as fever, erysipelas, or hospital gangrene, 
have appeared among the sic^ after they have been admitted into hos- 
pital, he should report the history of the occurrence, its causes, the 
measures adopted to arrest these diseases, and the results.
